BEIJING. Jan 19, (Reuter): 
A Chinese airliner which cra- 
shed near the southern city of 
Chongqing last night killing 
all. 108 people aboard 
exploded in mid-air close to 
its destination, according to 
eyewitness accounts reported 
today; » 

“All of a sudden there was a 
flash which lit ‘.up the airport. 
Then there was a huge bang and 
die plane disappeared," one wit- 
ness said, quoted by the semi- 
official Hong Kong-China News 
Service today. 

. Investigate 

The Soviet-built Ilyushin- 18, 
flight number 4146, was flying 
from Peking to Chongqing and 
crashed just eight km (five miles) 
short os the city's Baishiyz air- 
port, the state airline CAAC said 
in a statement. 

A CAAC team was sent to the 
scene to investigate the cause of 
the accident which was as yet 
unknown. 

Four of the 98 passengers were 
foreigners — three Japanese and 
one Briton — CAAC said. 


A doctor on emergency duty in 
Chongqing, a hilly and densely 
populated area often covered in 
fog. quoted a rescue worker as 
saying the plane hit a powerline 
on a small hill while trying to 
make an emergency landing in 
fields. 

Two farmhouses burst into 
flames when struck by the air- 
craft but nobody on the ground 
was believed killed. Dr Guo 
Hongjiang of Chongqing's emer- 
gency centre said. 

A CAAC spokesman in Pek- 
ingsaid he could not comment on 
this account. 

The Hong Kong-based agency 
said after the crash police and 
soldiers told civilians to leave the 
airport and blocked oft airport 
entrances. 

Drop 

The British Embassy in Beijing 
named the dead Briton as 
William Burley who was the 
international sales manager for 
Regulators Europa Ltd in Col- 
chester. 

The official New China News 
Agency later quoted CAAC as 
saying the aircraft's flight recor- 


der had been recovered. 

Senior officials from Peking 
and Sichuan province where the 
crash occurred have gone to the 
scene, the agency said. . 

In Tokyo, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said he had learned 
that a Japanese employee of Mit- 
subishi Heavy Industries waiting 
to meet a passenger on the plane 
had reported seeing a flaming 
aircraft explode and drop into a 
rice field. 

Japan's NHK television net- 
work quoted a Japanese busines- 
sman from the Sumitomo group 
as saying he saw the plane 
explode in mid-air and burst into 
flames before crashing. 

The disaster was China's worst 
since April, 1982. when a British- 
built Chinese Trident crashed in 
bad weather on the way from 
Canton to the southern tourist 
resort of Guilin, killing all 1 12 
passengers and crew. 

China's official media did not 
report yesterday's crash until 
almost 1 2 hours after it occurred 
at 10.15pm (14.15 GMT). 

The airliner was owned by 
Southwest China Airline, a 
regional subsidiary of CAAC, set 
up last October as part of China’s 


policy to decentralise its state 
management structure. 

The crash occurred on the 
opening day of a national CAAC 
management conference where, 
according to informed Chinese 
sources, participants were con- 
gratulated on a fatality-free 1987 
for CAAC. 

Indicated 

CAAC said the crashed Ilyu- 
shin, a four-engined propeilor 
plane, was registered as number 
222. A Western diplomat said the 
number indicated it was at least 
20 years old. 

The same type of aircraft, an 
llyushin-1 8 numbered 202. burst 
into flames when it made a forced 
landing at Canton airport on 
Christmas Eve in 1982, killing 23 
people and injuring at least 20 
others. 

CAAC later announced that a- 
passenger’s cigarette had caused 
a fire. Smoking is banned on 
CAAC domestic flights. 

The Ilyushin- 18 model was 
once a mainstay of the CAAC 
fleet but in recent years the airline 
has bought a variety of US and 
West European aircraft.

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Mother gets 1 0 years 
for killing own son 


A WOMAN who killed her nine- 
year-oidson-by hanging him to 
the bar ofa window in one of the 
most horrifying murder cases in 
Kuwait has been sentenced to 1 0 
yeafs imprisonment to be foll- 
owed by deportation. 

In sentencing the woman, the 
Criminal Court said it took into 
consideration the fact that the 
mother would feel the pinch of 
her action while passing sen- 
tence. 

The mother defended herself 
by saying that she did everything 
possible to correct the child who 
was not obeying her, staying out 
late and smoking cigarettes. 

The boy was the younger of 
two by her first husband. 

Shocked 

The incident took place in Fir- 
dous area and shocked the 
inhabitants. 

The court was told that one 
night, after the boy returned 
home late and went to bed, beside 
his elder brother, 1 1 , the mother 
took the boy to -r another 
room. Her present husband was 
away oq night duty. She beat him 
mercilessly, ignoring his pleas for 
mercy. She also brat the elder 
brother and the maid who rushed 
to rescue the boy. 

After that she brought a 
clothes tine and tied jhe rope 
round the boy’s neck. She then 


tied the rope: to the window, 
pushed the boy up and left him 
hanging. She dosed the door and 
waited for some time until she 
was certain he had died. 

Shed then brought the body 
down, placed it on the ground, 
and, while breast-feeding her son 
from her new husband, ordered 
the maid to bring onions and 
water to make sure the boy was 
dead. 

. The mother then brought a 
cream and began massaging her 
dead son round the neck to 
remove marks of the rope and to 
give the impression that he had 
died naturally. 

Crying 

About two hours later the 
mother sent. for her neighbour, 
and when he came she started 
crying while embracing the boy 
to show her grief. She asked the 
neighbour to see what had hap- 
pened to her son, pretending she 
did not now anything. 

She earlier threatened the elder 
son and the maid with the same 
fate of the boy if they said any- 
thing. 

The neigh hour carried the boy 
to the clinic, where doctors said 
he had died of suffocation at least 
four to five hours earlier. 

This resulted in the mother 
being arrested and charged with 
killing her son. 


Bangladesh police break 
up march injuring 15 


DHAKA. Jan 19. (UPI): Baton- 
swinging police in the port of 
Chittagong today dispersed anti- 
government marchers urging 
support fora general strike called 
by opposition groups trying to 
oust President Hossain Moham- 
mad Ershad. At least 15 people 
were reported injured. 

In a related development, the 
nation's powerful United 
Labour Federation announced 
its endorsement of the two-day 
work stoppage set to begin 
tomorrow and urged industrial 
workers across Bangladesh to 
slay away from their jobs. 

Police in Chittagong. 150 
miles (240 km) southeast of 
Dhaka, said 15 people were 
injured when officers aimed with 
batons broke up a procession 
held to promote the strike 
in defiance of a slate-of-emer- 


g4ncy ban on public gatherings. 

The march was organised by a 
21-party opposition coalition 
which has been waging a more 
than two-month-long campaign 
or strikes and protests aimed at 
forcing Ersbad to resign and 
relinquish power to a “neutral" 
caretaker government pending 
new elections. 

The coalition contends 
Ersbad. a former Army Chief of 
StafT who seized power in a 
bloodless March 1982 coup and 
governed for more than four 
years under martial law, rigged 
his election to a five-year 
presidential term in October 
1986. 

This week’s two-day strike was 
originally aimed at closing 
government offices to prevent 
the filing of nomination papers 
for early parliamentary polls. 


Clashes 
erupt 
again in 
Karachi 

KARACHI, Jan" 19, (AP): Riot- 
ing erupted anew today in Kara- 
chi as another person died of 
gunshots wounds received the 
day before, raising the death toll 
in two days to four, police and 
hospital sources said. 

Doctors at Jinnah Post 
Graduate Medical Centre said 13 
people admitted since yester- 
day's ethnic rioting were under- 
going treatement from gunshot 
wounds. 

The incidents began when 
Pathans and Punjabis clashed 
with Mohajirs, the migrants 
from British India who settled in 
Karachi after the subcontinent’s 
J 947 partition. The Mohajirs are 
viewed as interlopers competing 
for scarce jobs. 

Police arrested 23 people dur- 
ing today's dashes, according to 
a police spokesman. 

Resumed 

The fighting began again in 
two residential districts despite a 
30-hour curfew in parts of Kara- 
chi. Soldiers on patrol have been 
issued shoot-on-sight orders, 
officials said. They said the two 
ethnic groups resumed their fight 
as soon as the troops left the area 
and police had to use tear gas to 
quell the riots. 

On Monday night. Army 
troops and police made house- 
to-house searches, looking for 
illegal weapons and ammuni- 
tion. Officials said more than a 
dozen automatic weapons were 
seized. 

Mohammed Nazir, a business- 
man in Karachi's Shah Faisal 
Colony reached by telephone 
said: “We have a shortage of 
food, and children have no milk 
because of the unbroken spell of 
curfew.” 

Doctors at Abbasi Shaheed 
Hospital said two boys with stab 
wounds were admitted after 
today’s clashes. 

Direct talks

Israeli troops force open shops to break strike 

Rabin bars food 
for Palestinians 


OCCUPIED Jerusalem, Jan 19, 
(Reuter): Israeli Defence Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Rabin today ban- 
ned outside food shipments to 
Palestinians in the occupied 
territories and the Army turned 
back a convoy taking food to 
refugee camps under curfew in 
the Gaza Strip. 

Rabin said foreign govern- 
ments and organisations would 
not be allowed to send food and 
clothing id the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip while shopkeepers 
there maintained a strike mark- 
ing 40 days of an anti-Israeli upr- 
ising. 

Isolated unrest was reported in 
the West Bank as shopkeepers in 
Arab East Jerusalem and the 
occupied territories closed then- 
stores in a strike called by the 
PLO. 

Roadblock 

“We will not allow any sup- 
port from outside by Conor 
modi ties, not by countries, not 
by organisations, because ... 
once all the shops are open there 
will be no shortage of any com- 
modity,” Rabin said after tour- 
ing shops in the town of 
Ramallah forced to open by the 
Army. 

At Erez military roadblock at 
the northern entrance to the 
Gaza Strip, troops turned away 
five trucks carrying food don- 
ated by Arab citizens of Israel, 
witnesses said. 

Between 30 and 40 members of 
the Ibne A 1 Balad (Sons of the 
Land) Movement,* who had 
draped the truck with posters 
saying “Food for the Palestin- 
ians in the refugee camps under 


siege and occupation,” staged a 
sit-down protest on the road, 
chanting “down with the 
occupation.” 

The UN Relief and Works 
Agency (Unrwa) said it was 
being allowed to take emergency 
food supplies into seven Gaza 
Strip camps where more than 
200,000 Palestinian refugees 
have been under curfew for the 
last 1 1 days. . 

Denied 

“People are still going hungry 
in some places, but there is no 
starvation,” said KJE. Worm, 
acting Deputy Director of 
Unrwa in Gaza. 

“There are special problems 
getting milk to nursing mothers 
.and young children,” be said. 

■ The Israeli Army spokesman 
again denied UN and Palestinian 
reports of food shortages in the 
camps. 

The Army said it shot and 
wounded a youth during unrest 
m the village of Mazraa a-Sharfc- 
iya, outside Ramallah. Prote- 
sters stoned troops at the Amari 
refugee camp, also near 
Ramallah, and soldiers respon- 
ded with tear gas and clubs. 

Protest 

Demonstrators burned tyres 
on the outskirts of Jerusalem 
near the village of A-Ram and 
witnesses said police also used 
tear gas to disperse stone-thr- 
owers in the Jerusalem neigh- 
bourhood of Abu Tor. 

In Ramallah, shopkeepers 
stood outside their stores, wat- 
ched by dozen of troops, in a 
silent protest at being forced to 


open. There were no shoppers. 

"To dose the shops is iron- 
ically in contradiction to the 
argument that there is a shortage 
of food,” Rabin said. “There are 
ample supplies of whatever is 
needed by the population.” 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek told reporters: “We’ve 
had dozen of (Arab) shopkeepers 
who have asked for protection to 
open theirpremises.” 

Some merchants told him they 
received anonymous telephone 
calls threatening their children if 
they did not obey the strike call, 
he said. 

Protect 

He said police were planningto 
protect shops, but refused to con- 
firm press reports that traders 
who refused to open would be 
ordered shut for a month. 

'Military sources said the 
Army drive to break the com- 
mercial strike was the second 
phase of a plan to return life to 
normal, now that violent 
protests have virtually ceased. 

■ The Israelis shot dead 39 
Palestinians and wounded more 
than 300 in widespread violence 
that began on Dec 9. 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
said yesterday in Baghdad he was 
seeking the advice of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice on the 
legal status of Israeli-occupied 
territories in an attempt to ask 
the United Nations for protec- 
tion. 

Four Palestinian activists 
deported by Israel from the West 
Bank asked the Red Cross today 
to take them to Geneva if they 
were not allowed to return home. 


Differences numerous 


More time needed to 
heal Iraq-Syria rift 


AMMAN, Jan 19. (Reuter): 
Syria’s information minister 
said efforts to end chronic dis- 
putes between Damascus and 
Baghdad still have far to go, local 
newspapers reported today. 

“Syria's differences with Iraq 
are not of a geographical or 
material nature,” Mohammed 
Salman told Amman’s indepen- 
dent Al Ra'i and English-lan- 
guage Jordan Times. 

“They are of a special nature 
stemming from the two coun- 
tries’ basic stands on national 
issues.” the ministersaid. 

Efforts 

Salman said Syria appreciated 
reconciliation efforts by King 
Hussein of Jordan and King 
Fahd of Saudi Arabia, but added 
that more contacts were required 
to remove deep-rooted differen- 
ces. 

King Hussein said Syrian 
leader Hafez A! Assad and Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein had 
reconciled at the Arab League 
summit in Amman in November, 
but no official Syrian- Iraqi con- 
tacts have taken place since. 

“Syria has always considered 
tile Arab- Israeli conflict of prime 
importance . . . and that all 


efforts should be geared towards 
countering Israel's expansionist 
plans,” Salman said. 

“This belief has given rise to 
numerous differences between 
Syria and Iraq.” 

Syria has backed Iran in its 
war with Iraq. Most Arab states 
support Iraq in the conflict. 

At the Amman summit, Assad 
approved a resolution condemn- 
ing Iran for refusing to make 
peace and Syrian envoys have 
since tried to promote a dialogue 
between Tehran and Gulf Arab 
states. 

Salman said Syria had always 
tried to end the war because it 
drained Arab and Islamic 
resources from the fight with 
Israel. 

“Syria also believes the Iran- 
Iraq war constitutes a. danger to 
world security and stability and it 
deflects world attention from 
Israel’s aggression on Arab 
countries.” 

He said Syria had achieved 
some success in its mediation, 
but realised that “certain hostile 
forces are trying to ruin its attem- 
pts to bring about peace and are 
trying to involve the Arab Gulf 
states in a war.” 


Israelis 
to visit 
Moscow 

MOSCOW, Jan 19, (ReuteT): 
The Soviet Union revealed today 
that it was discussing dales with 
Israel for a visit to Moscow, the 
first of its kind for over two 
decades, by Israeli consular 
officials. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov told a news 
briefing that a timetable for the 
visit was on the agenda at a meet- 
ing in Helsinki today between 
Soviet and Israeli represen- 
tatives. 

The purpose of the trip, 
Gerasimov said, would be “get- 
ting lo know the work of the 
Netherlands embassy Israeli- 
interest section” — which has 
looked after Israel's interests in 
Moscow since the Kremlin cut 
diplomatic relations 21 years 
ago. 

But the spokesman indicated 
that agreement to the visit was 
not a prelude to resumption of 
ties, broken as a gesture of 
solidarity with Arab countries 
during the 1 967 Middle East war. 

“As for the question of restor- 
ing diplomatic relations.’' 
Gerasimov said, “it was confir- 
med once again from our side (at 
the Helsinki meeting) that 
movement in this area is only 
possible after a Middle East set- 
tlement” 


US vetoes 
UN draft 
deploring 
Israel 

UNITED NATIONS, Jan 19, 
(Agencies): The United States 
vetoed a Security Council resolu- 
tion yesterday strongly deplor- 
ing “the repeated Israeli attacks 
against Lebanese territory" and 
other actions against the civilian 
population. 

Britain abstained on the 
resolution, which had the sup- 
port of the council’s other 13 
members. 

. Acting Lebanese Prime Mini- 
ster Selim Al Hoss today expres- 
sed dismay over the US veto. 

Victim 

“We cannot help regretting 
America's negativeness. The 
superpower that pretends to 
champion human rights insists 
on equating the aggressor with 
the victim,” Hoss told reporters 
in Beirut. 

“The United States has in fact 
submitted to Zionist blackmail 
when it voted in the highest UN 
forum . . . against human 
rights,” he added. 

The vetoed resolution would 
also have repeated previous calls 
for Israel's unconditional with- 
drawal from southern Lebanon, 
where it patrols a so-called 
“security zone”, together with its 
allies of the South Lebanon 
Army (SLA) militia. 

This was the fourth resolution 
critical of Israel lo come before 
the council in less than four 
weeks and the first to be blocked 
by a US veto. 

The latest round of debate was 
requested by Lebanon on Jan 7 
but delayed for a week while 
council members tried unsucces- 
sfully lo draft a statement on the 
matter, instead or holding a for- 
mal debate. 

Lebanon cited a number of 
recent Israeli air and land attacks 
against southern Lebanon in 
which it said dozens of Lebanese 
and Palestinians were killed. 

Israel says the attacks were 
against commando installations, 
(including those used by a Pales- 
tinian group to launch a hang- 
glider attack against an Israeli 
Army camp last November in 
which six Israeli soldiers were 
killed. 

US Ambassador Vernon Wal- 
lers urged the council to recogn- 
ise the reciprocal nature of ihe 
violence and the Arab role in the 
bloodshed. 

“Continuing to review the 
situation in southern Lebanon 
without attendant concern for 
the security of northern Israel 
will have no consequence," he 
said. 

75 dead and 75 
missing as 
boat capsizes 

LAGOS, Jan 19. (AP): Rescue 
workers have recovered 75 
bodies from the Niger River, 
where a boat carrying 150 pas- 
sengers capsized, a newspaper 
reported today. 

The Concord newspaper said 
boat capsized and sank shortly 
after leaving the northern 
Nigerian port of Yauri. 

The newspaper, quoting 
police officials in Sokoto stale, 
■said the 75 other passengers were 
listed as missing and feared 
drowned in the incident which 
look place last week.

ISLAMABAD, Jan 19, (Reu- 
ter); Afghan resistance leaders 
said today they would refuse to 
meet UN mediator Diego Cor- 
dovez on the eve of talks the 
Afghan government said could 
lead to a final settlement to the 
nine-year-old guerrilla war. 

A statement issued by a spok- 
esman for rebel alliance chair- 
man Younus Khalis also called 


for the Geneva peace talks spon- 
sored by Cordovez to be aban- 


doned. Cordovez was due in 
Islamabad on Wednesday to 
open the new round. 

“Cordovez wants to give the 
Afghan nation to the Russians in 
the name of a political set- 
tlement," it said. 

“The Islamic Alliance 
announces that it is not ready to 
see Cordovez- we are not ready to 
talk with him" 

Peace 

The spokesman said Khalis 
was speaking for all seven parties 
in the alliance, which is battling 
the Soviet-backed government 
from Pakistani bases with Wes- 
tern support. 

The rebel statement came a 
few hours after the Afghan 
Foreign Ministry said the com- 
ing talks could lead to a final 
settlement in Afghanistan. 


An Afghan Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said today in KabtoLV-- 
“these talks can be used ajufr 
foundation for' restoration jtof.~- 
peace and stability in

He said Afghanistan would ■*;- 
“exert all necessary effort for .

Stop smoking 
to reduce 
risk of 
a stroke 


Six more deaths reported in Philippines

NEW ORLEANS, Jan 19, (AP): 
People cut their risk of strokes 
by 50 per cent if they give up 
cigarettes, and even life-long 
smokers benefit from kicking 
the habit, a study concludes. 

Although smoking is clearly a 
cause of lung cancer and heart 
attacks, until recently there 
was no convincing evidence 
that it causes stroke, the 
nation's third-leading cause 
of death. 

The latest data, based on the 
long-running Framingham 


MANILA, Jan 19, (AP):

Heart Study, confirms that 
cigarettes also contribute to 


strokes. 

“There is a clear-cut relationship 
between cigarette smoking 
and stroke, and it's not too 
late to quit at any age," said 
the study's director. Dr Philip 
Wolf of- Boston University 
medical school. 

Wolf presented his data at a 
meeting of the American 
Heart Association. 

The study was based on 4*255 
residents of Framingham, 
Massachusetts, a suburb west 
of Boston, who look part in 
the heart study. During 26 
years of followup, 459 of them 
suffered strokes. 

Those who had high blood 
pressure were twice as likely 
as people with normal blood 
pressure to have strokes. 
Although smoking was not as 
important a risk factor as 
elevated blood pressure, the 
researchers found that it did 
increase the risk of stroke by 
40 per cent in men and 60 per 
cent in women. 

However, when people quit 
smoking, their risk of stroke 
also fell. Two years after quit- 
ting. their risk had decreased 
significantly, and after five 
years it was the same as that in 
non-smokers. 

“Whether you are a long-term 
smoker or a new smoker, 
there is even more evidence 
now of the benefit of stopping 
in terms of preserving your 
brain and your quality of 
life,” said Dr Bernadine 
Healy of the Cleveland Clinic 
Foundation. 

Wolf said the link between smok- 
ing and strokes may have 
been missed in earlier studies., 
because smokers are often 
thin and have lower blood 
pressure. This could partially 
protect them from strokes. 
However, when his analysis 
compared people of the same 
weight, there was clearly a 
strong association between 
strokes and cigarettes.

On the central island of Cebu, 
a civic group conducting an 
unofficial count said it was cot 
including results from the city of 
Danao because armed men 
roamed the streets and its mes- 
sengers were afraid to enter the 
city. 

PNA reported today the first 
declared winner in a local race. 
He was administration can- 
didate Libera to Reyna, elected 
mayor of Dagupan city, north of 
Manila. 

Meanwhile, opposition Sen- 
ator Juan Ponce Emile disputed 
claims by the military that the 
elections were the least violent in 
the country’s history.

NICOSIA. Jan 19, (AP): Iranian 
Television on Monday showed 
Ayatollah Khomeini at a meet- 
ing of families of war victims, the 
first such appearance to be 
broadcast in more than a month. 

On the same day, Iranian 
leaders met in Tehran to discuss 
Khomeini's decree that govern- 
ment has absolute power, a 
statement that gave weight to 
demands for economic reforms 
to help the poor. 

The 87-year-old leader was 
shown seated on the balcony of 
his home in the northern suburb 
of Jamaran, listening to speeches 
delivered by officials. He did not 
speak. 

When the meeting was over, 
Khomeini rose to his feet 
unaided and waved at the crowd 
before walking back into his 
home, as his son and close con- 
fidant Ahmad stood in the back- 
ground. 

Khomeini last appeared publi- 
cly Dec 1 5, a day after a report in 
the Times of London that he was 
seriously ill. In a broadcast of 
that appearance, he appeared 
frail, but on Monday he seemed 
reasonably fit for a man of his 
age. 


COLOMBO, Jan 19, (UPI): 
Tamil Tigers today stormed the

While most of the rebels 
remained on guard outside the 
facility, an eight-man assault 
team broke inside and disarmed 
the staff of 24 guards, the official 
said.

The official said no guerrillas 
were being held at the facility as 
the LTTE had assaulted the jail 
three limes since Tamil rebels 
launched their war in 1983 for 
independence for the northern 
and eastern provinces, where 
minority Tamils dominate. 

Immediately after the jail- 
break, a house-to-house search 


was launched for the rebels and 
the escapees in Batticaloa, 225 
km east of Colombo, by police 
and Indian troops deployed to 
enforce a July 29 Indo-Sri Lan- 
kan accord aimed at ending the 
civil war, the police official said; 

The pact was accepted by 
s malle r rebel groups, but the 
LTTE refused to disarm and has 
shifted the brunt of its operations 
to the eastern province after 
being forced out of its northern 
Jaffna peninsula stronghold by 
Indian troops in fighting that has 
left hundreds dead since Septem- 
ber. 

The LTTE Saturday launched 
a campaign to disrupt civil 
administration in the east and 
north, threatening to kill any 
government employees who 
reported to work in all but essen- 
tial services, including mail, 
utilities and transportation. 

Officials said the movement 
has been successful, with central 
government offices and courts in 
major towns and districts closed 
for a second day, their employees 
staying at home. 

In Vavuniya, 190 km north- 
east of Colombo, the district 
military chief called a meeting of 
senior officials, civic and 
religious leaders, police and 
Indian Army officers to discuss 
ways of thwarting the LTTE 
agitation.

US will maintain presence 
in Gulf: Sen. Symms

environment.

sation of hostilities between Iraq 
and Iran and when that problem 
is solved the US can reduce the 
number of ships and manpower 
that are here,” he said. 

Buthestressed that the US had 
no plans to completely withdraw 
forces from the Gulf which, he 


said, were essential in safeguard- 
ing the interests of his country 
and its Western allies. 

The senator, who fully sup- 
ports the current US Gulf policy, 
said he met in Bahrain with US 
sailors whose fathers served on 
US ships in the Gulf 25 years ago. 

Cooperative 

He said that Kuwait was most 
cooperative to the US but 
declined to elaborate on the 
issue. 

Turning to the Palestinian 
uprising in the occupied 
territories Symms said that the 
US was willing to be a partner in 
the peace initiative but stressed 
that it could play only a limited 
role. 

“We are willing to help reach a 
settlement between the Israelis 
and the Arab world but we can- 
not do it as a nation. That has to 
be done between the Palestinians 
and Israelis", he said adding that 
the US has tried to have an even- 
banded policy on the question. 


Moscow will try to establish 
Gulf multinational force 


THE Soviet Ambassador to 
Kuwait, Ernest Zverev, was 
quoted yesterday as saying that 
his country will continue its 
attempts to establish a multin- 
ational force that shoulders the 
-responsibility of security 'hr the 
Arabian Gulf waters. • • : ■*: 

Mean’wtrilfe, the Sovrefambas- 
sador, * in an interview with a 
Kuwaiti newspaper, maintained 
that a decision by the inter- 
national community to halt arras 
shipments to the party that 
rejects peace calls for endmg the 
Iraq -Iran war “will be very dif- 
ficult” to implement.

‘Taking a decision (such as 
this) will not be enough. The 
importance lies in the availability 
of effective and a practical means 
to implement this decision," said 
Zverev, in reply to a question on 


a follow-up resolution that 
would impose sanctions on 
either Iran or Iraq.

The Soviet Union has not 
given up its attempts on this idea, 
Zverev said.

UNITS) Arab Emirates newspapers, again hailing the Palestinian 
uprising in the Israeli-occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip, urged 
Increased support tor the Palestinians to ensure continuation of 
their struggle against occupation. 

"The principal achievement of the uprising is the continuing 
escalation despite all techniques of repression and deployment of 
tanks and tear gas," Al Ittihad said. 

“This achievement created political and economic contusion to 
the extent that Zionist leaders themselves acknowledged that the 
situation was on the verge of a catastrophe." 

It scoffed at Israeli statements boasting of their ability to quash 
the unrest. “Israel has failed to suppress the wilt of the Palestinians 
and this failure prompted Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir for 
the first time to otter to negotiate with selected Palestinians on 
autonomy/' it said. 

But it addBd: “if Shamir is hoping such Palestinian personalities 
would be an alternative to the Palestine Liberation Organisation, 
certainly he Is mistaken. The uprising has dearly underlined a 
strong cohesion between all Palestinians inside and outside the 
occupied territories, people and leadership " 

* The paper saw no substantial difference between Shamir and his 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres. “Their differences are merely 
tactical that only concern ways to quell the uprising," it said. 

“But whether there is an agreement or disagreement what 
matters is that Arab states should step up their support for the 
uprising which proved that it is the sole language the enemy 
understands." 

Another daily said the uprising appeared to be quite capable “of 
dearing the world public opinion of lies and misleading cam- 
paigns that the Zionists have used to discredit the Arabs and the 
Palestinians by accusing them of terrorism." 

' “A significant shift in the public opinion is taking place afterthe 
world has witnessed the confrontation belween stone throwing 
children and Israeli war machines," the Dubai-based Al Bayan 
said.

Amateur sleuths solve murder mystery

THE name Agatha Christie 
usually brings visions of half- 
senile geriatric detectives, 
gruesome but very sanitary 
deaths, with unlikely mur- 
derers. who more often than 
not, are able to commit a great 
deal of self-damage and still 
have the presence of mind to 
thoroughly distort the evidence 
before fainting in pain. There 
has been something of a vogue 
for film adaptions of her work 
of recent years, and The Seven 
Dials Mystery is another in the 
series. 

However it does differ a little. 
Christie specialised in the 
straight detective story — 
where the solution of the mur- 
der was generally supposed to 
rest on the work of the “little 
grey cells" or by a study of 
human nature. This is one of 
her relatively few and, it has to 
be said, fairly inadequate 
atiempis at producing a 
political thriller. Guess who die 
baddies are — “the Bolsheviks 
and the Germans." 

The film opens with the usual 
Christie fashionable house 
parly. Here we find Ronnie, 
Bill. Jimmy and Gerry and 
three stupid flappers, including 
Lady Oswald’s cross-eyed 
squinting god daughter who 
takes “hours'* to set eight 
clocks. 

The reason for her having to

set eight clocks at all is that 
Gerry Wade, one of the guests, 
is always so late getting up that 
they resolve to buy an alarm 
clock each and set it off. waking 
him up at 6.30 am. 

From there the plot tumbles 
downhill still further into a 
mystery of murder, secret 
societies and amateur sleuths.

If that isn't enough for the Chr- 
istie fan there arealso industrial 
secrets to be sold, beautiful 
Hungarian countesses (well, 
only one really, played by Rula 
Lenska) and titled folk hiding 
in cupboards, which conven- 
iently adapt from a linen cup- 
board in a room that is always 
kept locked, inLo a suitable 


secret hiding place. Don't ask 
why a secret room needs a linen 
cupboard, there isn't an ans- 
wer. 

The baddy is genuinely 
nasty. He has been selling 
secrets to foreign powers 
(yawn). “I didn't do it for the 
money," he avers. “I did it for 
the pleasure." Fair enough. 

Of course, it’s impossible to 
present an entirely straight 
adaption for an Agatha Chris- 
tie novel in today’s cinema. 
There is so little character 
delineation, and the reader is 
usually presented with one- 
dimensional figures rather than 
believable personages. This 
doesn't matter so much on the 
page, as the main incentive to 
reading such a book is the puz- 
zle itself. Christie is usually very 
good at this, and ^ou have to 
read quite a few before you can 
detect the formula — you think 
of the person who couldn't 
have done it under any circum- 
stances, and you almost cer- 
tainly have the murderer. 

The Seven Dials Mystery 
contains a suitably Christie 
twist at the end, and is lifted 
from banality by the participa- 
tion of Sir John Geilgud, who 
as usual, gets by mainly by 
appearing to play himself. 
Harry Andrews, who overplays 
his character so beautifully, 
and Cheryl Campbell who 
plays the incompetent “Bun- 


dle" otherwise known as Lady 
Eileen, an amateur sleuth.. In 
what must be one of the silliest 
lines of all time, she goes to 
Police Inspector Battle and 
says, "Can you give me a list of 
all the secret societies in Seven 
Dials?" 

The only mystery in the 
Indiana polls 500 coverage is 
that no-one took an axe to the 
film crew and commentators. 
This is motorsports coverage at 
its most absurd. The ABC team 
involved pares what action we 
could see to a very minimum. 
Gone are those tedious shots of 
cars going round and round the 
track — instead we are given a 
number of interviews with 
drivers’ wives. “How are you 
feeling?" “Well, I was a bit 
nervous before the race, but I'm 
fine now." “So you’re ok 
now?” “Yes I’m ok now". I was 
very relieved to hear thaL The 
suspense on thaL issue had been 
spoiling the race for me and 
countless other viewers. And 
they didn't present us with any 
of that incident-on- the- race- 
track nonsense. When some- 
thing important happens the 
camera is blissfully pointing the 
other way, possibly at some 
hapless car owner who stayed 
still long enough to be intervi- 
ewed and then instantly mis- 
quoted, or else involved in a 
sneak raid on the Brazilian TV 
commentator, or the Japanese 
TV commentator. Come back 
Murray Walker, all is forgiven.

Rourke plays a Northern 
Irish I.R.A. hitman, sickened 
by all the killing, who is per- 
suaded to cany out a last mur- 
der on behalf of a London rack- 
eteer. Unfortunately a. priest 
sees him gun down the victim in 
his parish cemetery- and 
Rourke, in a moment of com- 
passion, runs away. However, 
he later visits the priest in the 
confessional, and the latter's 
vows forbid him from revealing 
what he knows to the police. 
The racketeer, however, is 
afraid one of them will 
incriminate him, and orders 
them both eliminated. The plot 
is complicated by the fact that 
the I.R.A. also want to elimin- 
ate him, and by the priest’s 
niece, a blind girl who falls for 
him. 

The acting of the three prin- 
cipals is excellent, although 
Rourke’s Belfast brogue 
sometimes slips into Scottish or 
English, and in spite of some 
highly unlikely coincidences, 
there's enough action and susp- 
ense to keep our interest up to 
the end. 

The unexpected inter- 
national success of the French 
film 'Trois Hommes El Un 
Couffin' last year, has led to 
several imitations, two of 
which are riding high in the 
American box office.

When tiger lady becomes a super mum 


What happens when a high-powered career 
ladyinberits a 13-month-old baby out of 
the blue? The answer is hilarious chaos in 
the new film ‘Baby Boom’.

THEY called her the Tiger 
Lady, career woman extraor- 
dinaire and an unlikely can- 
didate for the role of a super 
mum. 

But J. C. Wialt tried to cope 
with her “business-first' life and 
instant parenthood when she 
inherited a 13-inonth-old baby 
. . . and the result-was chaos. 

The high-powered career 
lady discovered living m the 
fast lane did not combine well 
with her new responsibilities so 
she optedout and went to live in 
the country. 

But her business sense was 
still strong and it positively 
glowed when her home-made 
apple-sauce baby food was 
napped up by eager upmarket 
tourists. The wheels began 
spinning and J.C. found she 
was running <a booming gour- 
met baby food company.

Delectable Diane returns to

She says she was 
immediately drawn to the role 
of J. C. Wiatt in -Baby Boom'. 

She said: “Here 1 was all J>y 
myself, and laughing out loud’ 
at the script. Realistic 1 
comedies, especially ones writ- 
ten for women, don't come 
along very often. And J. C. 
Wialt really touched me and 
moved me emotionally. I felt 


for her. 

‘“My character is a confident 
and successful woman when 
the film opens. But after this 
baby invades her very con- 
fident life, she falters for the 
first lime, and it throws her way 
ofTbalanceand makes her more 
loving and lovable.

1 t’s the best 
possible combination.'* 

It is~en rofile to the most 
important business meeting of 
her career that J. C. Wiatt dis- 
covers she has inherited a 13- 
month-old baby girl. She 
exclaims: “1 went to Yale and 
Harvard. I . . . don’t have chil- 
dren!" 

Our heroine is typical of 
today's career woman. After 
graduating first in her class at 
Yale and earning her MBA at 
Harvard, she becomes a man- 
agement consultant for a top 
New York corporation making 
six figures a year. She is known 
as The Tiger Lady. 

Abandons 

She is married to her job and 
lives with Steven Buchner 
(Harold Ramis), an investment 
banker, who is also married to 
his job. 

So you can imagine that baby 
Elizabeth turns out to be con- 
stant source of frustration and 
confusion for J.C. and jeopar- 
dises her chance of becoming a 
partner in the firm. 

Fatherhood also proves too 
much for banker Steven, who

abandons the sinking ship. 

J.C. in turn abandons the 
rigours of the city for country 
life in Vermont . . . complete 
with apple orchards, fresh air 
and folks who live very much in 
the ‘slow' lane. 

Restless, at the change of 
pace, J.C. finds herself making 
gallons of home-made apple 
sauce baby food from the hun- 
dreds of apples she has picked 
from her orchards. Her baby 
food industry starts to blos- 
som. 

After shedding her big city 
armour, J.C. falls in love with 
the country town's handsome 
veterinarian. Dr Jeff Cooper 
. . . played by Sam Shepard. 

Everything in her garden is 
rosy. 

Nationwide her ‘Country 
Baby' food business booms. 
This leads to a tempting offer to 
return, with Elizabeth, to life in 


Lhe fast lane of New York. 

But J.C., muchLo her delight, 
finds her priorities have chan- 
ged. She prefers to run her busi- 
ness, her own way. from Ver- 
mont, than go back to being 
The Tiger Lady. 

J.C. Wiatt’s baby girl, 
Elizabeth is played by twins 
Kristina and Michelle Ken- 
nedy. Twins were needed 
because child labour laws limit 
a baby's working time to two 
hours a day. And they took to 
Diane immediately. 

She visited the babies each 
day before filming began, first 
in New York and then in Ver- 
mont, to create a loving work- 
ing relationship. 

Diane would take one baby a 
day and spend several hours 
with her alone, walking and 
playing with her and getting to 
know her. She became a 
surrogate mother to the twins, 


behind as well as in front of the 
cameras. 

She would sing lullabies to 
them, feed them and keep them 
amused for cfose-ups. 

She confessed that working 
with her tiny co-stars was:“The 
most Fun I've ever had.” 

Dianecontinues: “I felt com- 
pletely relaxed with them 
because it forced me out of my 
own self obsession and kept me 
spontaneous and alive." 

Teaching the tiny tots stunts 
for ‘Baby Boom', proved to be 
an interesting experience. They 
look more than 20 pairs of glas- 
ses home and were taught how 
to break them. Their perfor- 
mance on the set was quite a 
spectacle - 

Tangfat 

The twins were taught how to 
eat spaghetti with their hands, 
smash pasta over their faces 
and throw it at the floor and 
walls. 

Putting Elizabeth to sleep on 
the set was a performance in 
itself. Diane sang lullabies to 
them, the huge studio lights 
were dimmed and the burly 
electricians, sound men and 
camera crew were seen tip-toe- 
ing around the room. When the 
child fell asleep, the lights were 
raised slowly, one by one, the 
camera turned and the sound 
men whispered: “rolling". 

Starring with the Kennedy 
twins and Diane Keaton, are 
Sam Shepard . . . who co- 
starred with Keaton in ‘Crimes 
of the Heart' . . . Harold Ramis 
— who is known as the King 
Midas of comedy, because he 
has either written, directed or 
acted in blockbusters such as 
‘Meatballs', ‘Stripes' and 
‘Ghostbusters’ — and the 
veteran of films television and 
stage. Sam Wanamaker. 

And Charles Shyer and 
Nancy Meyers have reteamed 
for the film, with Shyer direct- 
ing and Meyers producing 
from their joint screenplay.

EVA Marie Saint was born on 
the Fourth of July and she is an 
American national treasure. She 
may never have'commanded the 
salaries or attention garnished by 
the noisier glamour queens of the 
fnovies, but she has newer, given a 
bad performance andsher sang- 
froid has helped elevate more 
than one less-Lha n-spectacular 
film. 

The list of her leading men 
reads like a “Who’s Who” of 
theatre aqd film. and stretches 
over several-generations: Marlon 
Brando, Henry Fonda. Rod 
Steiger, Jason Robards, Mont- 
gomery Clift, Gregory Peck, 
Paul Newman, Cary Grant, 
Richard Burton. Warren Beatty, 
Bob Hope, Yves Montand, 
Jackie Gleason, Tom Hanks, 
Martin Sheen and Karl Malden. 
And her directors are no slouches 
either Alfred Hitchcock, Vin- 
cente Minnelli, Delbert Mann 
and Elia Kazan, who saw her on 
Broadway in the early ‘50s in 
Horton Foote's The Trip to 
Bountiful (opposite Lillian Gish) 
and chose her to play the shy, 
convent-educated daughter of a 
longshoreman in On the Water- 
front (1954), It was her first 
movie and her only Oscar (for 
Best Supporting Actress). 

Today, at 63, Saint stiQ uses 
her real name; is married to her 
first and ohly husband of 36 
years, director -Jeffrey Hayden; 
has her own face and figure, two 
grown children and one grand- 
child; and is hip enough to play 
Cybill Shepherd’s mom on 
“Moonli ghtin g, " 

“It's. apt just yuppies who 
watch that show," says Saint. 
Middle-aged people love it, even

older people. It has the 'most 

incre^^lefpypwmg.’' , 

Saint promised herielf never 
to do episodic television and she 
has stuck to it. so much so that 
when she was cast opposite 
Richard Kiiey in last season 's TV 
movie “A Day in the Life", she 
knew it had a good chance of 
becoming a series (which it even- 
tually did) and requested thather 
character be killed off. 

“I knew it was good and that it 
might go on for five years," she 
says. “If that happened with me 
in it there would be many things I 
couldn’t do.” 

Travel, for instance. She 
recently visited her hometown of 
Dchnar, near Albany, N.Y., and 
found the six houses in which she 
grew up. 

“I went around knocking on 
doors and people let me in so I 
could show my husband where I 
was a little girl," she says. 

It is not that she doesn’t like to 
work, she explains. On the con- 
trary, hers is one of the busier 
careers. 

“I enjoy the freedom of being a ' 
free-lancer," she says. In fact, she 
will go anywhere, anytime to 
work in the theater, particularly 
if her husband is directing. 

“That’s my favourite time in 
our marriage,*’ she says, “when 
we’re working together. ‘It’s the 
best of both worlds.” 

How was Saint pereuaded to 
appear in “Moonlighting"? 

“One day at lunch my agent 
said, ‘Are you sure you won’t do 


weekly TV?’ and I told him I was 
sure. But he also asked me what 
my favourite show was and I told 
him ‘Moonlighting.’ A few weeks 
later they gave me a script in 
.which Robert Webber as Mad- 
die’s father was cheating on his 
wife and they wanted me for the 
wife. I loved it, so I thought I 
would do that one." 

That led to six more episodes 
because Maddie Hayes (She- 
pherd) gets pregnant. The script- 
writers needed new situations to 
write about so they gave Saint 
and Sbepberd mother-daughter 
scenes. 

“There are lovely scenes when 
she tells her father and me that 
she is pregnant. She and l com- 
municate in a modern way, then I 
help my husband understand." 

Discovered 

Meanwhile, Saint discovered 
thaL weekly TV has its moments. 

“It's nerve-racking," she says, 
“because you usually get the 
dialogue the day of the show or 
late the night before. So all you 
can do is jump in with both feet 
and somehow get through it. 
Then you begin to enjoy the 
excitement of being on the edge 
that way.” 

Saint knew “Moonlighting” 
was popular, but had no idea 
how involved its audience is with 
it. 

“I don’t keep up with the rat- 
ings," she says “ and it’s not until 
yon go out of town that you get 
this fantastic response and 


everybody asking, ‘Who’s the 
i fgthenpf Maddie’s baby?" 

The : 'funny thing is. Saint 
doesn’t know. 

“They don't write that far 
ahead,” she says. “I asked the 
producer and he didn’t know. I 
think they work it in at the last 
moment.” 

One of the unexpected perks of 
her work on “Moonlighting," 
she says, was developing a friend- 
ship with Shepherd. 

“I enjoy her so," she says. “I 
visited her before the twins 
arrived (Shepherd recently gave 
birth to real-life twins), but I had 
to leave to do a film in Dallas and 
she had them when 1 was away. 
She was so excited and she was 
surrounded by books on twins. 
She was taking good care of her- 
self. She’s a terrific lady." 

in Dallas, Saint filmed the TV 
movie “Breaking Home Ties,” 
inspired by a Norman Rockwell 
painting of the same name, it tells 
the story of a Texas farm family 
in the ‘50s trying to deal with the 
departure of their only son for 
college. It also stars Jason 
Robards, Claire Trevor and 
Douglas McKeon. 

“Jason and I hadn't seen each 
other in six or seven years, alth- 
ough we’ve worked together 
before," she says. “We’re like a 
couple of old bookends. He has 
this wonderful boyish sense of 
humour and he tells great stories. 
When you’ve worked with 
someone like that you pick up 
like old friends.”

WATER PILLS MAKE THE BODY 
LOSE EXCESS WATER 


QUESTION: What are water pills for? How 
do.they work? 

ANSWER: Water pills are diuretics, 
medications that make the body urinate 
more and lose excess water. It is odd that, in 
our language, vitamin pills give us vitamins, 
hilt water pills make us lose water. Diuretics 
also rid the body of excess salL 

Diuretics are widely used to treat high 
blood pressure, which is common in this 
cotmUy.They also are used for people with 
heart failure because they reduce the 
amount -of- fluid the heart- has to pump. 
Milder diuretics are used by women who 
suffer premenstrual bloating. 

• There are three basic kinds of diuretics — 
thiazides, loop .diuretics and poltasi urn- 


spa ring diuretics. Each works slightly dif- 
ferently, but. they all cause the kidneys to 
"work Easier arid put out more, but less-con- 
centrated, urine. People on diuretics usually 
notice they urinate more, but the urine is 
paler than normal. 

* Piuf etics have risks and benefits. 
T hiflyj dfs .can ra* 1 we dizziness and weakness 
and can 1 dangerously reduce the body s 
levels of potassium and other minerals. 


Loop diuretics are very potent and must be 
used cautiously because they can cause 
dehydration, low blood presure and 
reduced potassium levels. Potassium-spar- 
ing diuretics don’t reduce potassium levels 
severely, but they can cause impotence and 
menstrual disturbances. _ ... 

Because of the risk of potassi um depletion 
(which can cause heartbeat irregularities), 
doctors often advise people who take 
diuretics to eat bananas, tomatoes or other 
roods high in potassium.

QUESTION: You probably don i like to 
discuss name-brand products, but won t 
you say something about the use or the 
sweetener aspartame? It seems like 1 read 
something different every day. 

ANSWER: It’s true that the product 
aspartame (Nutra Sweet) has been in the 


pressquitea bit lately. It waseven thesubjecl 
of an investigation by the General Account- 
ing Office of the United Stales, which sought 
to verify the process by which the FDA 
approved the product for general use. The 
GAO issued a 100-page report, that gives us 
some indications to help answer your ques- 
tion. It found that the process by which the 
FDA approved the product as safe was 
indeed proper. In addition the GAO stated 
that the FDA is conducting adequate 
follow-up studies to monitor the safety of 
aspartame’s use. Because all seemed in order 
on these two counts, the GAO made no 
recommendations. 

But the controversy may not be over. 
Twenty-eight out of 69 scientists responding 
to the GAO questionnaire said they fell 
more research was needed in areas of 
neurological function, brain tumors, 
seizure, headaches and adverse reactions in 
children and pregnant woman. The FDA 
slated that it believed aspartame was shown 
to be safe, and that therefore more research 
in these areas, although useful, was not 
needed to demonstrate safety.

A magnum leap to stardom

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. : “We 
all came into this thing with 
something to prove,” says 
Steve Guttenberg, one of the 
troika of stars in Three Men and 
Baby, the new comedy from 
Disney's Touchstone Films that 
has all the earmarks of being a 
blockbuster. What he has to 
prove, Guttenberg explains, is 
Lhai he can do more than play a 
rookie cop in Police Academy 
and its many sequels. 

It isn't necesary to explain 
what Ted Danson and Tom. 
Selleck are trying to do. On any 
list of actors who need a hit 
movie, Selleck and Danson are 
Nos land 2. 

While promoting Lhe picture 
here recently, the irony of the 
situation became clear. Gutten- 
berg, a successful film actor 
who works constantly, was 
present only as a voice on a 
satellite telephone from Ireland 
where he is filming another 
movie. But no one doubted that 
had he been there in the flesh he 
would not have generated as 
much excitement as would his 
two co-stars. 

. In the lobby of the Marriott 
Desert Springs Hotel tourists 
were falling over themselves to 
catch a glimpse of their TV 
heroes. If only it were as easy 
for Selleck and Danson to tran- 
sfer that excitement to the big 
screen. 

Selleck, best known from his 
starring role in TV’s Magmnn, 
PX, has tried it three times in 
High Road to China (1983). 
Lassiter (1984) and Runaway 
(1984). All three movies failed 
to launch him as Hollywood’s 
natural successor to Clark 
Gable, action man, hero. There 
was something too small about 
the 6-foot-4-inch glamour 
boy's personality for the big 
screen. 

Likewise Danson, a stirring 
masculine presence in the 
NBC-TV sitcom “Cheers.” He 
has failed to generate leading- 
man heat in the movies Little 
Treasure (1985), A Fine Mess 
(I9S6) and Just Between 
Friends (1986). 

Both men are hoping that 
Three Men and a Baby will 
make the difference. Certainly 
it should for Selleck, the papa 
bear of this womanising 
bachelor trio whose lives are 


turned upside down when a 
baby is left on their doorstep. 
Selleck comes across as sen- 
sitive, compassionate, warm 
and, more important, a com- 
pelling screen presence. 

Career 

According to Selleck, his 
movie career has been bubbling 
along nicely. He insists his films 
have made money and led to 
bigger roles. "Each year I’ve 
had better and better offers," 
he says. “The years 1 didn't do 
films it was by choice. Also the 
three-month break 1 have dur- 
ing Magnum excludes a lot of 
stuff.” 

Some of that “stufF’ was 
leading roles in Raiders of the 
Lost Ark and Silverado. But, he 
says, be is confident enough to 
have rejected numerous mul- 
tipicture deals with studios. 
“They’re great for security and 
they make great headlines. But 
if you have faith in yourself it's 
belter to be a free agent," he 
says. 

The general feeling of box- 
office success hovering around 
his current effort, however, is 
boosting the already self-con- 
fident Selleck. (“Three Men 
and a Baby,” which opened late 
last year, earned more than S 1 0 
million in its first week.) 

“1 don't like to count on any- 
thing,” he says, “but it already 
seems to be doing good things 
for me as far as offers go. 

“It has never been a question 
of my saying, ‘Should I do this 
film next or that one? After 
‘High Road,’ they asked me 
why 1 did two. period pictures 
back-to-back. They were Lhe 
best scripts I had at the time. 
Maybe now I'll plan more," he 
says. 

Planning could mean a stint 
on Broadway in “Mister 
Roberts,” something he reli- 
shes, but admits is a "terrifying 
prospect.” 

Danson could use a dose or 
two of his “Cheers* 1 character 
Sam Malone's cocky masculin- 
ity. But he too doesn’t agonise 
long and hard about his lack of 
a movie blockbuster. 

“I’m your basic neurotic 
actor, but I don't have any deep 
fears on that score. Basically, 
what I’m doing now is telev- 
ision. When I stop doing that 
I’ll do movies and eventually 
something will hit," be says. 

Danson calls himself a real- 


ist. It takes energy to be a movie 
star, something the show’s 
schedule doesn’t leave him with 
much of. 

“When you do one show 
(“Cheers") for eight months a 
year you’re not going to turn 
around and do a" De Niro-like 
transformation during your 
hiatus. It's just not the Lime to 
do that," says Danson. 

But there's nothing like 
working alongside Selleck, says 
Danson, to give what con- 
fidence you can muster a nasty 
jolt. 

“You definitely lake stock of 
your physical attributes when 
you stand next to Tom," he 
says, laughing. “There's defin- 
itely some ego-bashing going 
on internally. But it was grea l to 
fee] insecure around him 
because that was appropriate 
for my character Jack in the 
film." 

Selleck plays Peter, an 
architect who takes in two 
roommates: Michael, a young, 
goofy cartoonist, and Jack, a 
narcissistic, insecure actor. 

“He (Selleck) is the daddy, 
Michael (Guttenberg) is the kid 
and I decided to be the leading 
lady." says Danson. “1 drew on 
every feminine bit of me that I 
could muster — a lot of my 
mom ended up in Jack. He was 
as different from Sam Malone 
as he could be. If you counted 
hormones Sam is heavily on the 
male side; Jack has a lot of 
female stuff in him." 

Protests 

Selleck protests that those 
who would cast him as only a 
larger-than-life hero are miss- 
ing the point. “I always wanted 
to play fathers," says Selleck. “I 
asked my agent to find me 
daddy parts, but she said they 
don’t see me like that." 

The fact that “Three Men 
and a Baby" was an ensemble 
piece delighted him, he says. 

“It’s much more suitable for 
my background and training." 
says Selleck. "I've liked all the 
pictures I’ve done, but I wasn’t 
looking for star vehicles. I’d 
take a supporting role. I'd lake 
one scene if it was welf-writ- 
ten.” 

Selleck is in his eighth and 
last year with “Magnum." 
Danson has one more year of 
“Cheers." Then it is out in the 
cold world competing for films, 
maybe even against each other.

Dream of recovering 
control of China fades

TAIPEI, ( AP): President Chiang 
Ching-Kuo carried to the grave a 
fervent desire Lo recover control 
of his mainland China 
homeland, but the intense com- 
mitment to that goal is likely to 
die with the passing of Taiwan's 
ageing leaders. 

The nationalist Chinese gover- 
nment arrived in Taiwan 39 years 
ago after losing a civil war to the 
communists on the Chinese 
mainland. 

Chiang Kai-Shek, who led the 
retreat to Taiwan, was obsessed 
with recapturing the mainland, 
and after his death in 1975 his 
son. Chiang Ching-Kuo, lookup 
the standard. 

The prospect of military battle 
with tne huge People's Libera- 
tion Army discouraged an armed 
return. however.andTaiwan ins- 
tead channeled its energies into 
developing one of Asia's health- 
iest economies. 

Will 

The Chiang family and many 
of the two million people who 
fled with them to Taiwan 
remained dedicated to the goal of 
returning, on their own Lerms, to 
the land where they were born 
and raised. 

That lingering goal was stated 
forcefully in Chiang Ching- 
Kuo's will, which was released 
when he died at age 77 of heart 
failure. 

“If I were restrained by the 
years given by heaven ... all peo- 
ple and military personnel in our 
nation should unite and strive 
together, speed up recovering the 
mainland, and complete the mis- 
sion of reunification of China 
under the three principles of the 
people," the principles of nation- 
alism, democracy and people's 
livelihood espoused by Sun Yat- 
Sen, the fatherof modern China. 

But Chiang’s death highlights 
a demographic fact: the Chinese 
who arrived after the civil war 
and dream of returning home are 
dying off. 

Increasingly, the nationalist 
calls for recovering the mainland 
are viewed not as statements of 
conviction but as a way to main- 
tain the party’s power, which 
derives from the claim to be the 
legitimate government of all 
China 

The increasingly large number 


of native Taiwanese entering top 
government posts generally are 
most concerned with the island's 
local problems, said Lu Ya-Li. 
professor of political science and 
National Taiwan University. 
“They have little knowledge 
about the mainland." 

Many Taiwanese are enth- 
usiastic about visiting the main- 
land to sight see or visit relatives 
and doing business with a coun- 
try that has a potential market of 
a billion people. 

But for native Taiwanese and 
the younger generation, who 
have seen their standard ofliving 
shoot up in recent years as the 
economy has boomed, reuniting 
with a backward communist 
China is not appealing. 

"'Taiwan and mainland China 
are not far apart, but we felt the 
trip to China was as mysterious 
as a trip to the moon," the first 
two Taiwan journalists to go 
openly on a reporting aasign- 
ment to the mainland wrote last 
year. 

“The younger generation is 
more practical," said Antonio 
Chiang, publisher of the Journal- 
ist, a liberal weekly. “They are 
not enthusiastic about reunifica- 
tion.” 

Some Taiwanese now 
advocate establishing a country 
independent of China, a pro- 
posal unacceptable to the nation- 
alists as well as the mainland 
communists, who also insist that 
Taiwan is part of China. 

Close 

Beijing authorities have said 
declaration of an independent 
Taiwan could prompt them to 
retake the island by other than 
peaceful means. 

Still, forces are at work that 
could make reunification possi- 
ble, although not for years, 
probably not for decades. 

If China follows its current: 
policy of capitalist-style econf 
omic reforms and opening, to the~- 
West, the ideological gap could 
close. And if Taiwan follows its 
current policy of increasing con- 
tacts with China, thedistrust and 
suspicion developed since the 
civil war could begin to melt. 

Once that occurs, however, the 
talk in Taiwan will not be about 
recovering the mainland but 
whether a reunification can be 
worked out acceptable to both 
sides. 


Indians enforce 
peace in Jaffna

JAFFNA. Sri Lanka, (AP): Sri 
Lanka’s northern Jaffna town, 
once a stronghold o (Tamil rebels 
and scene of fierce battles, is calm 
today. Peace is enforced by 
thousands of Indian troops. 

The presence of the Indians is 
felt everywhere in this town of 
150.000. 

The Indians, who came to Sri 
Lanka last July to enforce a 
peace accord aimed at ending the 
four-year-old ethnic war bet- 
ween Tamil separatists and 
majority Sinhalese, are trying to 
restore civil administration, run 
hospitals, supply food and even 
help schools reopen. 

A group of Colombo-based 
journalists were taken to Jaffna 
by the Indian Army recently on a 
guided tour of the city. 

The city. 300 kilometres (186 
miles) north of Colombo, still, 
bears the scars of war. 

Buildings damaged by mor- 
tars and bullets testify to the 
fierce battle fought between the 
Indians and the Tamil rebels in 
October and November. 

Curfew 

Even today, a 12-hour dusk to 
dawn curfew is imposed. 

Indian soldiers stand round- 
the-clock guard in newly con- 
structed pillboxes on every lane 
in the city.Billboards proclaim: 
“Indian peace-keeping force wel- 
comes you lo Jaffna." 

For the residents, mostly 
Tamils, peace is what they long 
for. 

"We have gone through many 
years of fighting, watching while 
our relatives and friends died. 
We want peace.which the Indian 
government has promised us,” 
said Christine Ponnadura. a 
Tamil housewife. 

The Indians practically run the 
city. Vehicle owners are required 
to obtain passes from the Indian 
military before driving on the 
streets, owners said. 

A local newspaper editor said 
he had to seek Indian permission 
to resume publication. 


“It is foolish to think the Tamil 
rebels have disappeared. They 
have now mixed with civilian 
population but are not active," 
said Brig. Manjit Singh, the 
Indian commander in Jaffna. 

“Jaffna citizens were appre- 
hensive at the initial stages but 
now they know why we are here 
and expect us," said Brig. R.l.S. 
Kahlon. who looks after civil 
administration in the Jaifna pen- 
insula. home of 800,000 people. 

On an average 550 tons of food 
is flown into Jaffna daily, he said 

The Indians claim the city is 
calm and under total control, but 
some bitterness against the 
occupying force lingers among 
the Tamils. 

“Why don’t you go and look at 
what has happened at the villages 
instead of Jaffna town,” said S. 
Vikanathan, a 52-year-old Tamil 
from a nearby village. 

“Hundreds of homes have 
been damaged, many people 
killed,” he screamed at reporters. 

The extent of fighting is 
evident from the Indian govern- 
ment admission that 353 Indian 
troops have died in battle against 
the rebels. In addition, 1.127 sol- 
diers have been wounded and 12 
are reported missing. 

India, which has politically 
powerful Tamil population of 60 
million in southern India, signed 
the peace agreement with 
Colombo last July. 

Discriminated 

Under the agreement, the 
North and East Provinces where 
most Tamils live were to receive 
limited autonomy. Tamil rebels 
were to surrender their weapons 
to the Indian Army, and the Sri 
Lankan Army, mistrusted by 
Tamils because most officers are 
Sinhalese — remained in its 
barracks. 

But the agreement fell apart 
after the most powerful of the 
Tamil militant groups, the 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam, rejected it, saying it did 
not meet their aspirations.

today, Terry Waite vanished in 
Beirut while trying to make con- 
tact with Shi'ite Muslim 
extremists holding two 

Americans hostage. 

It was the Anglican church 
ernmisaty's first trip to Lebanon 
in efforts to solve the hostage 
crisis. He was prepared, for the 
worst. 

He left instructions with the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Most Rev. Robert Runcie, the 
Church of England’s spiritual 
leader barring any rescue 
attempt or ransom payment if he 
was kidnapped. 

Waite, 48, father of four, had 
talked about stepping down as 
Runcie's personal envoy. 

Pressure 

Hostage negotiation “is not a 
job you-can do forever," he said. 
“It’s not a level of acceptable 
pressure that you can live with 
for the next 20 years.” 

His disappearance remains a 
mystery. No group claimed res- 
ponsibility for kidnapping him. 
No photographs of Waite or 
messages from him emerged. 


Bui church officials including 
Runcie, say they believe he is 
alive, citing recurrent press 
reports and other sources. 

Over the weekend,' London 
Sunday Express quoted Sheikh 
Mohammed Hussein Fadiallah 
as saying that Waite and other 
foreign hostages were being 
treated properly, but there could 
not be any progress toward free- 
ing them until after President 
Reagan leaves office. 

Fadiallah, spiritual head of the 
pro-Iranian Shi'ite Hezbollah, 
group, denied giving an 
interview to the Sunday Express. 
Nevertheless, observers in the 
Middle East said Fadiallah had 
made similar remarks in 
interviews with Arabic publica- 
tions recently. 

The 230-pound (1 04- kg) six- 
foot-seven (two-metres) Waite 
was last seen leaving the Riviera 
hotel on West Beirut's seafront 
on Jan 20, 1987. 

He went to try to make contact

Hong Kong: China’s goose that lays the golden eggs

HONGKONG: There's no wall 
around Hong Kong's “Walled 
City" slum, but for nearly a cen- 
ruiy diplomatic barriers have 
kept out even Britain's most mes- 
sianic empire builders. 

Since Britain gained control 
from China overall of the colony 
except the ghetto in 1898, 
fugitives, drug, peddlers, pros- 
titutes, and crime syndicates 
have found refuge in the 1 1 acres 
of alleyways and dilapidated buil- 
dings. British rulers left the slum 
alone, since they did not wish to 
pique the territorial pride of 
China, which refused to 
negotiate the slum’s status 
because it considers British rule 
over the colony illegitimate. 

But last month, as a result of 
secret Sino-British talks, the 
Hong Kong government 
approved funds to raze the slum 
and turned it into a park. 

The greening of the Walled 
City is a bright sign of 
unprecedented Sino-British 
cooperation in the colony, as 


Britain prepares to surrender its 
rule to China in 1 997. The colony 
has needed such a fillip Forpublic 
confidence in the transition from 
colonial to communist control. 

Disillusioned 

Only in November last year 
Britain disillusioned supporters 
of democracy in Hong Kong 
when it deferred to Peking and 
reneged on a pledge to allow 
direct elections next year. Activ- 
ists believe democratic institu- 
tions are needed to ensure that 
China honours its pledge to 
uphold Hong Kong’s free- 
raarket system under the princi- 
ple of “one country, two sys- 
tems.*’ 

Confidence also fell with the 
33 per cent drop in Hong Kong’s 
stock market index on Oct 26. 
following the closing of the stock 
exchange for four days. Hong 
Kong was the only exchange to 
shut down after the worldwide 
crash, despite being famed for its 
gritty addiction to high stakes, 
wheeling and dealing. 

Ian Scott, professor of 
"political science at Hong Kong 
University, says the government 


eased the jitters but further 
undermined its own credibility 
by using tax revenues to help 
rescue the futures exchange. 
Western diplomats agree. And in 
an article in the latest issue of the 
Harvard International Review, 
Sir David Wilson, Hong Kong's 
governor, admits insecurities 
may be justified. 

“It is natural that questions 
should be asked about the 
viability of communism and 
capitalism coexisting,” he said. 
“But I believe that those ques- 
tions can be and are being satis- 
factorily answered.” 

Freedom 

Peking has tried hardest to 
answer these fears. The Bank of 
China contributed $42 million to 
the $512 million “lifeboat" for 
the futures exchange. Some 
Chinese officials inadvertently 
offered the clearest indication 
that they intend to uphold Hong 
Kong's laissez-faire ethos: They 
lost money. Analysts estimate 
that China-owned institutions 
held about 10 per cent, or about 
S8 billion, of the stock market's 


italisation before the market 


But there are other signs -that 
Peking's central planners recog- 
nise that the prosperity of one 
billion Chinese depends at least 
in part on the continued freedom 
or the 5.6 million residents of 
Hong Kong. 

It is estimated that 29 Chinese 
provinces have invested heavily 
in various sectors of the colony. 
China has registered some 35 
companies accounting for 20 per 
cent of the total foreign invest- 
ment in manufacturing, behind 
only the United States and 
Japan. It manages 1 3 department 
stores and six supermarkets. And 
the Bank of China in 1989 plans 
to move into a new headquarters 
— the tallest structure in Asia ■ — 
designed by I. M Pei in the heart 
of the business district 

Like Hong Kong Chinese , 


China has shown an eagerness 
to join the capitalist game as a 
referee as well as a player. In just 
a few years, it has expanded the 
number of its Hong Kong 
officials from a few thousand to 
more than 10.000, forming a 
shadow communist government 
that parallels aspects of the 
current colonial administration. 

Confidence 

Since 1984, when China and 
Britain set the ground rules for 
the first half century after Britain 
quits the territory, Peking’s 
cadre men have launched grass- 
roots activities in working-class 
neighbourhoods. 

Ultimately, the future of the 
free port depends less on the

Austria’s embarrassment colour-blindness in court

VIENNA: While the con- 
troversy over the President Kurt 
Waldheim still rages, Austrians 
are about to be confronted for a 
second lime with some unpalata- 
ble truths about their past. 

On March 1 1 they will mark 
the 50th anniversary of the Ans- 
chluss, or forcible annexation of 
their tiny country by Adolf Hitler 
(himself an Austrian) to his Nazi 
Reich. And as government 
leaders and academics prepare 
for the event, the question has 
arisen: what role should Kurt 
Waldheim play? 

President Waldheim's war- 
time record is being closely 
scrutinised by a historians' com- 
mission which has been asked to 
establish whether, as his critics 
allege, he was actively involved in 
any war crimes. Their report 
should be published around the 
end of January. The President 
has said he will not step down, 
but pressure here is mounting. 
Many in government circles are 
concerned his election may have 
damaged Austria’s image 
abroad. Waldheim's presence 
during the anniversary, as a sym- 
bol of an undesirable attitude to 
the past, likely would be a deep 
embarrassment. 

Stand 

Although Germans, or at least 
West Germans, have faced up to 
their actions during the Nazi era, 
Austrians on the whole have 
avoided this process. Since they 
were the object of Hitler’s aggres- 
sion they traditionally thought of 
themselves as victims, and 
preferred to forget that many 
people welcomedthe Anschluss, 
sympathised with the Nazis, and 
willingly took part in persecution 
and war crimes. 

Chancellor —Franz Vranit- 
zky wants the anniversary to be a 
time for facing up lo the truth. 
“We must lift up the carpel, open 
the window, open the door ... 
deal with some aspects of history 
we are not very proud of," he 
said, it must be a time for young 
people to “learn what history is 
telling us. that we must do every- 
thing to avoid these things hap- 
pening again." he added. 

“H is going to be a very painto! 
process" says leading Viennese 
psychiatrist Erwin Ringel. “Peo- 
ple are going to have to come to 
grips with the fact ihat we were 
not only the first victims of Hiller

— that we were often 
collaborators and actors in this 
terrible time. It is our duly to do 
this. We must not suppress it any 
longer.” 

“Austrians.’’ says the Greens 
Party floor leader. Freda Meiss- 
ner-Blau. “like to sweep things 
under the carpet, not lo talk 
about unpleasant subjects. 

History 

“In my class we never learned 
about it. History always stopped 
in the middle ofthe 20th century'* 
says Martin Engleberg, a Vien- 
nese Jewish student leader. “It 
was as though everyone was liv- 
ing in another country during 
those years.” Researchers at the 
Austrian Resistance Archives, 
who have worked thoroughly on 
the history of the Resistance, 
admit they have failed to 
document adequately the other 
side of the picture. 

Austria capitulated in 1938 to 
Germany without a single shot 
fired in its defence. Many ordin- 
ary Austrians genuinely wanted 
to be part of Nazi Germany. 

Many historians say most 
Austrians welcomed the Ans- 
chluss. In 1942 membership of 
the Nazi party was around 
700.000, or II per cent of the 
population. 

Other figures indicate how 
Austrians were divided. Tens of 
thousands of anti- fascists were 
put in concentration camps. 


Z700 were executed. On ihe 
other side. 123,000 people were 
later tried for Nazi crimes, mos- 
tly as concentration camp - 
officials, 13.000 were convicted, 
42 sen tenced to death but only 30 
executed. 

Often, defendants were let of T 
by sympathetic juries, says 
Professor Eva Weinzierl. Accor- 
ding lo resistance records, 
numerous leading Nazi figures 
are living quietly, unpunished, in 
Austria. 

Opportunists 

After the war some 600,000 
people were identified as active 
Nazis in the Allies’ denazifica- 
tion proceedings, but later 
500,000 "less seriously involved" 
were rehabilitated and allowed 
to vole in 1949. 

A high-level committee has 
been set up to arrange a suitable 
programme for the March 11 
anniversary and it is has not yet 
been decided what part Wald- 
heim will play. 

Is Waldheim capable of lead- 
ing his country in the process of 
rememberi ng? Or will he, even on 
this occasion, remain the symbol, 
as Ms Weinzierl puts it, of the 
“typical opportunistic Austrian 
who wanted Lo get ahead, who 
put up no resistance, adapted to 
every system — and likes to for- 
get what he did.”

JOHANNESBURG: South 

Africa ended 1987 on a somber 
note, with a series of executions 
that brought the year’s total to 
164 — the highest since 1910. 

But there was perhaps a tiny 
ray oflight: evidence of a possible 
move toward colour-blindness in 
the courts and on the scaffold. 

Among the 164 men banged 
were nine whiles, including two 
executed for their role in raping 
and murdering black women. 
Their executions may have 
marked a slight shift away from 
what is widely seen as racial bias 
in South Africa's legal order. 

In an article written before the 
execution of the two men for 
crimes of violence against blacks 
Prof. John Dugard of the 
University of the Witwatersrand 
said: “Let us be honest enough to 
admit that the South African sys- 
tem of sentencing is not perfect 
and, therefore, must inevitably 
on occasions be guilty of racial 
bias." 

In his writings, Dugard has 
identified two areas where there 
is evidence ofbias against blacks: 
interracial homicides and 
assaults, and interracial sexual 
offences. “No white has yet been 
hanged for the rape of a black, 
and only about six whites have 
been hanged for the murder of 
blacks,” he says’. While, “blacks 
convicted of the murder or rape 
of whites are usually executed.” 

Consciousness 

Gilbert Marcus, a colleague of 
Dugard's, offered a cautious 
assessment of the significance of 
the recent hanging of the two 
whites. “There is growing cons- 
ciousness of the necessity to be 
colour-blind in sentencing." 

Prof. Marcus had earlier poin- 
ted out that the number of execu- 
tions are disproportionately 
higher for blacks than whites. Of 
the 1 64 men hanged in 1 987, only 
nine were white. The rest were 
either black (110) or mixed-race 
Coloureds (45). Blacks outnum- 
ber whites in South Africa three 
to one. Of the executions in 1987. 

21 were hanged in’ batches of 
seven on three consecutive days 
barely two weeks before Christ- 
mas. Their deaths drew little : 
press attention: the largest daily 
paper reported the 2 1 hangings in 
three brief sentences. 

South Africa has never had an 


anti-capital punishment move- 
ment or any size. And it has been 
calculated that South Africa is 
responsible for nearly half the 
“omdal" executions worldwide 
each year. In 1981, opposition 
parliamentarian David Dalling 
told Parliament that this nation 
hanged more people for a wider 
range of crimes than -any other 
Western nation. 

The country’s attitude toward 
hanging has been described as “a 
conspiracy of silence,” by the late 
Prof Barend Van Niekerk, of the 
University of Natal. A key 
reason, he argued, was that most 
of the victims are members or 
subordinate castes. 

Demand 

When Helen Suzman, a 
veteran opposition parliamen- 
tarian, introduced a motion in 
1969, calling for the appointment 
of a judicial commission of 
inquiry into the. death penalty, 
not a single colleague supported 
iL' 

Reflecting on 1987's record 
number of hangings, Mrs Suz- 
man attributed them lo: the 
rebellion in the black townships 
(six were hanged for unrest- 
related crimes in 1987 and 
another 38 are awaiting execu- 
tion): and rising unemployment 
(robbery and breaking and enter- 
ing with aggravatingcircums lan- 


ces are capital crimes here.) • - 

Prisoners now on death row 
include the “Sharpe ville six” five 
men and a woman who were sen- 
tenced to death for their role in' 
the murder of a black towncoun- 
cillor, in the black township of 
Sharpe ville. in September 1984. 
Their appeal was tinned down 
Nov 30. 

If death row includes people 
widely seen as political prisoners 
— as in the case of the Sharpe ville 
Six — the "‘conspiracy of silence" 
is sometimes broken. 

Campaign 

A campaign to save them has . 
begun. Amnesty International, a 
worldwide human rights organ- 
isation and several South 
African groups and individuals 
such as Suzman are urging; 
President Botha to exercise hi 1 
prerogative of mercy and sta;

Partner’s jack wins and declarer’s 
six fools nobody; since your card 
was the deuce, it had to be a single- 
ton. Partner continues by cashing 
ace of spades. What do you discard? 

If you discarded the four of clubs 
in an attempt to tell partner that you 
don’t want him to play another 
round of that suit, the most we can 
do is award you an E for Effort. 
Partner knows that both declarer 
and you are out of spades, but what 
he can’t guess is that he can promote 
a trump trick for you by playing a 
third round of spades. 

You have to do something to at- 
tract his attention, and you have a 
spectacular resource at hand. Dis- 
card the ace of clubs! That surely 
tells partner that you do not expect 
to make any more tricks in the dub 
suit, and there is no hurry about a 
diamond shift. Therefore, he should 
play a third spade, and your king of 
trumps becomes the setting trick.

PRECIOUS handmade car- 
pets are the products of long 
months of labour requiring 
great skill and patience. Be- 
sides being utilitarian objects, 
they are a source of pleasure to 
their owners. 

A beautiful carpet is like a 
fine painting; it holds the eye. 
It is also an investment which 
mil retain its value as the years 
pass. 

Contemporary Turkish car- 
pets are made by local masters 
who use materials and designs 
characteristic of the region in 
which they work. After careful 
checking for quality and a first 
washing, these carpets enter 
the domestic and foreign mar- 
kets through the hands of 
famous dealers. 

. Until recent tunes all arti- 
facts had to be handmade, but 
modern technology and mass 
production have replaced skills 
and techniques traditional for 
thousands of years. In our day 
handmade works are rare, and 
among them are the beautiful 
and functional knotted carpets 
made using traditional 
methods developed for over 
2000 years. 

Carpets, whose weaving can 
lake months or even years of 
skill and effort, are pieces that' 
can be kept and handed down 
from one generation to 
another, gaining in value as 
their antiquity increases. Each 
region has its own techniques

and traditional designs prac- 
ticed by its anonymous artists. 

Carpet weaving and making 
is collective work using skills 
passed on for generations. 
Families, tribes, or even whole 
villages work collectively, 
pooling their special skills, 
knowledge, and expertise. The 
methods of manufacture and 
tiie different raw materials 
used produce distinctive car- 
pets, characteristic of the re-, 
gion in which they are woven. 

Handmade knotted carpets 
are used for various purposes 
by the local people in their re- 
gion of origin. Besides being 
used as rugs, carpets serve such 
purposes as tent screens, paint- 
ings, cradle and sofa covers, 
wall Han ging s, and prayer rugs. 

Value 

A beautiful high-qualipr 
handmade carpet increases in 
value as it is used; for the car- 
pet's knots tighten in use, mak- 
ing it more brilliant and trea- 
sured. 

Private collectors, disting- 
uished families, and museums 
are proud owners of antique 
carpets. The richest collections

of antique knotted handmade 
carpets are to be found at the 
Istanbul Museum of Turkish 
and Tslamic Arts, the Vakif 
Carpet Museum in the Blue 
Mosque, and the Konya Mev- 
lana Museum. The museums 
and collectors of Europe and 
the USA own some exquisite 
pieces, most of which have 
been exported from Turkey. 
During the 14th, 15th and 16th 
centuries, handmade Turkish 
carpets were prized posses- 
sions of the noble and wealthy 
families of Europe. Carpets of 
this era, which have survived, 
have taken their places in 
museums. 

For the last century or more, 
handmade knotted carpets 
have been a subject of research 
for experts and art historians. 
Great numbers of books and 
journals have appeared on the 
subject, showing that the mak- 
ing of handmade carpets is an 
important art form. The spread 
of knowledge through such 
publications has caused an in- 
creased demand for fine car- 
pets. 

Authorities conclude that 
tire making of knotted carpets, 
produced in an area extending 
from the Mediterranean coast 
of Turkey to the steppes of 
Central Aria, was introduced 
by Turkish nomadic tribes and 
craftsmen. Traditional Turkish 
carpet making with its distinc- 
tive techniques, materials, pat- 
terns, and knotting has had a 
great influence upon all Orien- 
tal carpets. In art history 
books, one comes across car- 
pets that date back to the 
ancient Persian', the Pharaohs, 
and the Caliphs. However.these 
were not knotted carpets, but' 
were rugs woven using the sim- 
ple “towel technique" instead 
of knotting. 

The hard-wearing double- 
knotted carpets are the inven- 
tion of Turkish tribes. The 
techniques found in handmade 
carpets were brought to the 


Mediterranean coast by the 
Seljuks in the 12th century. 
Marco Polo mentions rich ex- 
hibits of carpets in palaces and 
mosques. Carpet making has 
developed at different speeds 
in different periods according 
to demand, but high-quality 
handmade carpels have always 
found a ready market. 

Material and technique 

Carpets are textile products; 
Turkish handmade carpets 
have always had patterns which 
fitted the specific nature of the 
materials and the knotting 
used. Another special charac- 
teristic of Turkish handmade 
carpets is the use of the double 
knot, known as the Turkish or 
Gordes knot. Although de- 
signs and patterns change and 
develop, the Turkish carpet al- 
ways retains its historical and 
traditional features. 

The first step in carpet mak- 


ing is to have a pattern or a 
design. Master weavers do not 
need a pattern outline, but re- 
tain ! the pattern in their 
memories. The second step in- 
volves the choice of material. 
Materials used differ according 
to type and region. The mate- 
rial of a carpet may be wool, 
pure silk, floss silk, or cotton. 
The pure silk of Turkish car- 
pets is produced from the co- 
coons grown in Bursa, one of 
the few silk centres of the 
world. Silk carpets are ideal 
ornaments, and may be used as 
tapestry, wall hangings and for 
other decorative purposes. 

The material most common- 
ly used is sheep's wool. The 
Anatolian plateaus are excel- 
lent grazing land fox sheep and 
good grazing land determines 
the sheen and strength of the 
wooL 

Cotton is used in the weaving 
of a ti&se (warp and weft) for 
the carpet and wool is then 
knotted on to this to form a 
pile. Carpets made with cotton 
and wool are as hard wearing, 
beautiful, and attractive as 
other carpets. 

In carpets manufactured 
only in the Kayseri region, floss 
silk, which is a kind of artificial 
vegetal silk, is used. Floss silk 
makes up the pile knots of the 
carpet's cotton base system. It 
is as strong as other materials 
and is also easily dyed, making 
possible the production of a 
wide range of colours. 

Knotted carpets are woven 
on a loom consisting of hori- 
zontal bars on which the warp 
and weft threads are stretched. 
Unto these threads the pile 
knots are tied according to a 
pattern. The thread ends which 
make up the pile are dipped off

so as to get a velvet-like soft 
surface. Thus the motifs are 
made up of thousands of indi- 
vidual knots. The tighter the 
knots, the finer and stronger is 
the carpet. The pleasure one 
gets from a beautiful carpet 
equals the pleasure one gets. 
from a beautiful picture. 

The double knot, known as 
the Turkish or Gordes knot, is 
used in all typical Turkish car- 
pets. Another well-known sys- 
tem is the Selma or Persian 
knot. The Turkish knot is 
wrapped around two warps and 
the Persian knot around a ang- 
le warp. A kilim, which is simi- 
lar to a carpet, is woven on the 
loom but with a different tech- 
nique; knots are not used and it 
is woven normally. 

The Gordes knot makes a 
carpet stronger, firmer and 
more durable, while the Sehna 
knot allows the weaving of 
varied patterns. However, 
once a carpet is made it is diffi- 
cult to determine the knotting 
system. 

The colours also are charac- 
teristic of the region where die 
carpet is made. The threads 
used in the weaving erf antique 
carpets were used to be dyed 
with natural dyes known only 
by the family that manufac- 
tured die carpet Today che- 
mical dyes are used along with 
vegetal dyes. Natural dyes are 
produced from leaves, roots, 
and fruits. Many of the villages 
engaged in carpet making have 
a grazing land called 
“BoyaKk”. Plants from which 
dyes are produced are grown 
there. Hie various formulae' 
for dye production have been 
passed down from generation 
to generation. Thus the colours 
traditional to Turkish carpet 
making have survived till our 
day. Red is dominant in Tur- 
kish carpets. This striking col- 
our expresses wealth, joy and 
happiness. Green symbolises 
heaven; blue nobility and gran- 
deur; yellow is believed to keep 
evil away, and black symbol- 
ises purification from worries. 

Handmade carpets are 
generally called after the re- 
gion or town where they are 
manufactured. Contemporary 
carpets are made in various 
sizes and with combinations of 
various materials.- In some re- 
gions, the threads used in 
weaving and the knots may be i 
only wooL and in some other 
regions, the base may be cotton 
and the knots wool. La other 
regions pure silk is used in the 
weaving of carpets. 

Dimensions 
and nomenclature 

Handmade carpets that can 
be used as rugs, wall hangings, 
and divan covers are manufac- 
tured in various sizes. Diffe- 
rent names are given to carpets 
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of different sizes. Although tiie 
names given according to size 
arethe same far allxegions, the 
carpets, because they are hand- 
made, may show minor differ- 
ences of dimension. While 
some regions manufacture car- 
pets of all sizes, others manu- 
facture carpets in standard 
sizes. Whatever the size is, a 
handmade carpet brings beau- 
ty and elegance to the place 
where it is used . Two or three 
handmade carpets laid over 
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" wall to wall carpeting will add 
colour to-the rooms.

A unique experiment with handicapped children

LEXINGTON, Mass.: The 
video being shown to visitors to 
the Boston Higashi School 
shows a three-year-old Japan- 
ese girl labelled austistic who 
cries inconsolably and kicks 
and screams when the teacher 
tries to get her to put on her 
shoes. “Nine years later, 
however, the same girl, Urara. 
is playing the xylophone in the 
Boston Higashi band, greeting 
visitors with poise, and happily 
confiding that she wants to 
writechildren's books when she 
grows up. 

What’s behind Urara's tran- 
sformation is an educational 
philosophy that refuses to 
accept limitations for autistic 
children. It was developed by a 
Japanese woman 22 years ago. 


The woman, Kiyo Kitihara, 
found soon after starting a kin- 
dergarten in Tokyo in 1964 that 
one of the children was con- 
sidered autistic. Knowing little 
about the problem, she taught 
him as she did the others and 
took him home with her for 
further care. “I learned every- 
thing about autism from him." 

When other mothers asked if 
she would take their autistic 
children, she agreed, since there 
were no other schools. Her kin- 
dergarten, the Musashino 
Higashi Gakuen (school), 
expanded to include all grades 
through high school. Since its 
founding, the school has taught 
4.800 autistic students. It has 
been hailed as having aprogres- 
sive approach to coping with 
this problem. 

In medical terms, autism is a 
developmental disorder. Chil- 


dren diagnosed as autistic (3 
out of 4 are boys) are seen as 
anxious, hyperactive, unable to 
speak, and out of touch with 
reality. Eighty per cent are con- 
sidered mentally retarded. 
Drugs are sometimes used to 
control hyperactivity; 

occasionally helmets and 
gloves are worn to protect the 
children from their own flailing 
fists. Behaviour modification 
that uses positive reinfor- 
cement - and sometimes the 
more controversial aversive 
therapy - is a main form of 
treatment Autism is believed to 
be a permanent handicap. 

Dr Kiti hara operates from 
an entirely different premise. 
“In every child ... there exists 
the most precious sprout of self- 
identity. To discover this 
sprout and develop it with full 
affecton, that is the spirit of

education for autistic chil- 
dren,” she says. Employing 
neither psycho-ther-apy nor 
drugs, her Daily Life Therapy 
includes lots of physical activity 
(dancing, marching, to Japan- 
ese martial music, running). 
The exercise helps the children 
sleep belter at night, she says, so 
they can concentrate the next 
day on learning their tasks. 
They also learn to play wind 
instruments to help with 
physical dexterity and vocalisa- 
tion. Music and physical exer- 
cises are normal fare in Japan- 
ese elementary education. 

Some United States students 
attended the school’s inter- 
national branch. Kitihara 
decided to move it to the US at 
the request of a group of 
American parents. The Boston 
Higashi School, which opened 
last month, has 93 pupils, 60 of 
them American. 

Arthur Golden, whose son 
attended Musashino Higashi 
Gakuen, is one of the founders 
of the Boston Trust for Autism, 
a group devoted to helping 
parents of autistic children. He 
says he thought Kitihara’s 
approach was one of the few 
that held out hope. “She has 
much higher expectations. I felt 
that making the programme 
available to as many children as 
possible ... was a matter of sav- 
ing lives." 

A group of interested US 
doctors and educators helped 
pave the way in Massachusetts 
for the Boston Higashi School. 
They found the recently closed 
Maria Hastings School to 
house it and bunt a dormitory 
in a nearby town. Tuition, set 
by the stale, is $16,583 for day 
students. The rate for residen- 
tial students has not been set, 
nor does the school have state 
approval for the residential 
programme. 

As the tiny, smiling principal 
shepherds visitors around this 


former elementary school, it is 
clear her confidence in the chil- 
dren’s abilities and refusal to 
accept limitations has yielded 
remarkable results. 

Several children run up and 
throw their arms around her. 
They used to cringe when tou- 
ched, she says. A class of kin- 
dergartners sits quietly watch- 
ing their teacher draw on the 
blackboard and sing. When 
school started a few weeks ago, 
she says, they couldn’t make 
eye contact. 

Children with weak legs and 
lack of coordination are now 
roller skating in the gym. That 
is the only place, Kitihara says, 
that you'll ever see helmets at 
the school. 

At a school assembly, 
students gather onstage in pow- 
der blue outfits to play their 
recorders and $in| "My Way,” 
in harmony. Public performan- 
ces are a major part of Kiti- 
hara’s programme. The 
videotape of the school in 
Japan shows a massive perfor- 
mance by all members of the 
school, dressed in dazzling 
silver outfits. This helps them 
with self-confidence, says Tak- 
ako Oe. Kilihara’s translator. 

In Kitihara’s schooL chil- 
dren are taught in groups of 10 
with one or two teachers, rather 
than the conventional one-to- 
one method of teaching autistic 
children, which she says 
encourages dependence. The 
teachers are on the run constan- 
tly, correcting myriad forms of 
behaviour and keeping the chil- 
dren involved. They’re also 
dedicated: in Japan they often 
work 60 hours a week. 

The Kitihara approach is 
also unconventional in that it 
mixes autistic and nonautistic 
students, so that the autistic 
children will learn to imitate 
normal actions. 

“It stabilises their emotions 
to give them stimulation from 


other children," says the foun- 
der . To provide role models, she 
has brought over 33 ofhermost 
functional Japanese autistic 
students. These older students, 
in addition to taking classes, act 
as house parents m the dor- 
mitory and do maintenance 
around the school. 

The approach is not univer- 
sally hailed. Some researchers 
privately wonder if Kitihara is 
getting such good results 
because she is screening out 
physically handicapped chil- 
dren. 

“I value it for what it has to 
offer but don’t think it would 
work for everybody,’’ says 
Amy Leltick, founder of Bel- 
haven, a school for autistic chil- 
dren in New Haven, Conn. 

Dr Fred Volkmar, assistant 
professor at the Child Study 
Centre at Yale University, says, 
“The fundamental problem is, 
to really know if a treatment 
works you have to evaluate it 
scientifically. I also question its 
being so cast within the Japan- 
ese culture. That’s not to say 
that some things wouldn’t be 
helpful." 

Dr Bernard Rimland, foun- 
der of the Autism Society of 
America and director of the 
Institute for Child Behaviour 
Research, went to Musashino 
Higashi Gakuen with three 
other researchers. “We went 
with a great deal of skepticism 
and came away feeling like she 
had a good programme. We 
had suspected the kids weren't 
really autistic, but found some 
very severe cases and did see 
kids who had been severely 
affected, functioning at much 
higher levels than we had 
anticipated." 

One seven-year-old Ohio 
girl, Miriam Kuzecki, would 
not eat when she went to the 
school in Japan. “At one poinl

Debt crisis has worsened, says World Bank 


WASHINGTON, Jan 19. 
(Reuter): 'Hie global debt crisis 
has intensified during the past 
year despite five years of econ- 
omic expansion in the wealthy 
countries that should have 
reduced financial pressures, the 
World Bank said today. In one of 
its gloomiest assessments since 
the debt crisis began in 1982, the 
bank said conditions could wor- 
sen in the period ahead because 
of growing economic problems 
in the industrial countries. 

The observations were con- 
tained in the bank's annual debt 
analysis for developing coun- 
tries, which showed that total 
debt had continued to pile up last 
year. 

Problem 

“The debt problem has not 
begun to near a solution. By 
many measures, it has wor- 
sened," the bank's international 
economics director Jean Baneth 
told reporters at a briefing. 

The World Bank estimated 
total developing country exter- 
nal debt at SI. 19 trillion at the 
end of last year, up 6.25 per cent 
from 1.12 trillion in 1936. It 
projected that it would rise to 
$1.25 trillion this year, mostly 
because of the decline in the 
dollar against other currencies. 

It said that while the outlook 
for new help for sub-Saharan 


Africa had improved, the mid- 
dle-income debtor countries of 
Latin America continue to face a 
dismal future. 

“The outlook on their debt 
positions remain very bleak, 
amid signs of growing frustra- 
tion and fatigue at the lack of 
progress from debtors and 
creditors alike,’’ Lhe bank said. 

The lending agency continued 
to defend the debt plan unveiled 
over two years ago by US 
Treasury Secretary James Baker, 
and said that the crisis must be 
treated on a country-by-country 
basis, the backbone of debt 
strategy up to now. 

However, the bank made it 
clear that new measures are 
urgently needed to deal with the 
deteriorating situation in many 
countries. 

It said that without new help, 
the democracies of Latin 
America could face political 
upheaval and that cooperation 
between debtor and creditor 
countries could collapse. 

Crisis 

“(The debt crisis) threatens the 
survival of several new and 
fragile democracies, and more 
broadly of regimes that eschew 
confrontation in favour of 
cooperation," Baneth said. 

The report said that while the 
bank did not foresee a recession 


at a global level in 1988, econ- 
omic activity will be less robust 
than last year. 

“In any case, global economic 
activity is certainly going to slow 
down this year and is very likely 
to slow down again in 1989,” 
Baneth said. 

In the past, it had been expec- 
ted that continued economic 
expansion would help poorer 
states to cope with their debt 
problems by providing markets 
for their goods in the wealthy 
industrial countries, particularly 
the United States. 

Initiative 

Treasury Secretary Baker, in 
his debt initiative, had proposed 
that commercial banks and the 
development banks, including 
the World Bank, increase f und- 


ing toallowthedebtor states time 
to grow out of their problems. 

But despite five years of 
growth in the wealthy countries, 
debtors have shown little 
measurable progress of the kind 
Baker envisioned. 

Innovations 

Baneth described the recent 
decision by the US Treasury lo 
sell Mexico non-interest-bearing 
bonds to back new securities that 
the country will exchange for dis- 
counted commercial bank debt 
as innotive and significant. 

But it was not a historic 
measure that would profoundly 
change the shape of the debt 
crisis, Baneth told reporters. 

“I don’t think that when one 


years hence, we shall look at it as 
before and after the Mexican 
plan,” he said. 

For this reason, be said that 
other innovations for dealing 
with the crisis were still badly 
needed. 

“It is urgent to devise further

Japan’s trade surplus declines 


TOKYO, Jan 19, (AP): Japan’s 
global lradesurplusfellnearly$3 
billion last year, from $82.7 
billion to $79.8 billion, the Fin- 
ance Ministry announced yester- 
day. 

William Sterling, a senior 
economist with Merrill Lynch 
Securities Co. in Tokyo, said the 
52.9 billion decline represents a 
dramatic shift in Japan’s trade, 
and shows that Japan is carrying 
ont its promise to reduce its 
dependence on exports and 
expand imports. 

The mtnistty said the trade 
surplus fell slightly in December 
from the same month in 1986, 
although the surplus with the 
United States increasfcit by $169 
million. 

It was the eighth consecutive 
monthly decline. 

Significant 

“This means there has been 
significant progress in restruc- 
turing Japan’s economy,” Ster- 
ling said. 

Sterling said the rise in Japan's 
surplus with United States in 
December was primarily due to a 
steep increase in the value of the 


yen. from 1 60 yen to the dollar a 
year ago lo around 120 yen 
toward the end of last year. He 
also blamed the increase on 
seasonal increases for Lhe US 
holidays. 

“When you analyse the 
figures, however, there is 
actually an improvement in trade 
with the United States as well,'’ 
Sterling said. 

Exports 

In December, Japan's global 
exports rose 1 8.6 per cent from a 
yearearlier to $23.3 billion, while 
imports rose 34.6 per cent to 
$14.7 billion.

year earlier. Japan's trade sur- 
plus with the United States was 
$4.9 billion last month, up from 
$4.7 billion the previous year.

The ministry did not 
immediately announce Japan's 
trade surplus with the United 
States for all of 1987. The total of 
unadjusted monthly figures for 


the year is $52.06 billion. In 
1986, the monthly figures added 
up to a Japanese surplus of 
$51.37 billion. 

The United States announced 
a deficit of $58.6 billion in its 
trade with Japan in 1 986, but the 
two countries calculate their 
figures differently. The United 
States includes freight and 
insurance costs in both imports 
and exports, while Japan 
includes them only in imports. 

Meanwhile, the Japanese 
foreign aid is increasing every 
year, but other nations continue 
to voice dissatisfaction, saying it 
falls below Japan’s rising posi- 
tion in the world, analysts said

•“Last month, the Japanese 
government announced its aid to 
Third World countries will total 
$5.3 billion in fiscal 1988, up 5.6 
per cent from fiscal 1987. Last 
year, it was $5.6 billion, up 50 per 
cent from the year before due 
mainly to the sharp appreciation 
of the yen against the dollar. 

It was earlier announced that

Responding to such calls, the 
Tokyo government has for- 
mulated a five-year foreign aid 
programme from 1987 until 
1992. Discussions are presently 
being conducted between 
various ministries concerned to 
determine the details of the 
programme before the new fiscal 
year begins. 


Drillers signal Angolan oil boom 


LUANDA, Jan 19, (Reuter): 
Sodete Nationale Elf-Aquitaine 
of France today predicted a big 
jump in its crude oil production 
in Angola over the next three 
years, the second such forecast 
by a Western company here in 
the past week.

The Elf prediction followed a 
rise in volume forecast last week 
by Angola’s top producer, 
Cabinda Gulf Oil Company 
(Cabgoc). a subsidiary of 
Chevron Corp of the United 
Slates. 


Angola does not belong to the 
13-nation Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec), and is thus not subject to 
price and production controls 
imposed by the organisation on 
its members in a bid to prop up 
world prices in a glutted market. 

It is currently estimated to be 
pumping about double the out- 
put of Opec’s smallest African 
producer, Gabon, and more than 
that of Qatar in the Gulf or 
Ecuador — both Opec members. 


Oil income 

DOHA, Jan 19, (Opecna): 
Officials in North Yemen 
estimate annual oil export reven- 
ues to average between $700 to 
$800 million at the current 
volume of 200,000 bpd and a 
price of $1 8 a barrel. 

An article published in a local 
magazine said the officials put 
the country’s proven reserves 
between 500 and 700 million 
barrels.

Toyota and 
Nissan 
exports 
drop 

TOKYO, Jan 19, (Reuter): 
Japan's two biggest car makers 
today announced a slump in last 
year's export figures with most of 
the drop in the United States, 
where the stronger yen has forced 
them to raise prices. 

Toyota’s exports fell more 
than five per cent in 1987, to 1 .77 
million vehicles, while those of 
Nissan dropped more than 10 per 
cent, to 1.17 million, the com- 
panies announced in separate 
statements. 

The drop in exports mainly 
occured to the united states, 
where the strong yen forced 
Japanese automakers to raise 
prices and lose sales. Both com- 
panies were able to increase ship- 
ments to Europe slightly. 

Competitiveness 

“The strong yen reduced our 
competitiveness in the United 
States because we had to increase 
prices," a Toyota spokesman 
said in a telephone interview. 

The company raised suggested 
retail prices of its 1988 models in 
the US by an average of 1.4 per 
cent, or $163, from January 15. 

Although the yen has risen 
sharply against the dollar since 
mid- 1985, it has remained more 
or less steady against European 
currencies, enabling Japanese 
car makers to retain their com- 
petitive edge in the European 
market. 

Toyota's exports to the United 
States fell more than 12 per cent 
last year to 906,739 vehicles, but 
those to Europe rose about one- 
aud-a-haif per cent, to 412, 913. 

Nissan's exports to the United 
States dropped nearly 19 per cent 
to 547,779 vehicles last year, 
while shipments to Europe rose 
three per cent to 401, 177.

“If De Benedetti show he’s not 
here to strip assets but to put the 
holding back into shape, I think 
it's possible he’ll have support 
from quitea lot of shareholders,” 
he added.. 

Sodete Generate, a pular or 
the establishment, said yesterday 
it would raise its capital by 57 per 
cent and place the 16 million new 
shares in friendly hands to thwart 
a hostile bid for control by De 

Benedetti. 

The 53-year-old Tumi 
ntrepreneur, through his 
rrench holding company Cerus, 
announced he already held a 
stake of 18.6 per cent and was 


offering to buy a further 15 per 
cent, Sodete Generate governor 
Rene Lamy stud. 

In a statement issued in Paris, 
De Benedetti said he wanted to 
create the first European Econ- 
omic Comm unity- wide finanda) 
holding company through closer 
tie between Sodete Generate, 
Cerus and French financial 
group Dumenil-Leble, in which 
Cerus has taken a 25 per cent 
stake. 

“La Generate”, as Belgians 
call it, is involved in every major 
sector of the economy. Its highly- 
diversified portfolio contains 
strong performers in banking, 
insurance, electridty production 
and transport 

But several of its major 
chemicals, engineering and min- 
ing subsidiaries are in finandal 
difficulties and the group’s 
overall earnings power is widely 
considered weak. 

Analysts do not expect De 
Benedetti to break up the group 
by selling off the weaker parts.

Vermeulen said De Benedetti’s 
strategy would most likely be to 
cut back operations in some sec- 
tors and improve management 
all round. “‘(De Benedetti) is not 
an asset stripper.

Oil prices may steady 
despite Opec discounts 

TOKYO, Jan 19, (Reuter): Opec member countries are engaged 
in a vicious price-cutting war, but a free-fall in o3 prices may be 
avoided because they are basically sticking to agreed production 
limits, oB industry sources said today. The sources said that 
despite under-the-counter discounts being offered by Opec coun- 
tries, there was a growing . reefing the organisation would stick to 
the official price of $18 a barrel in the second quarter of this year. 
The Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (Opec) set 
itself a production ceiling of 15.06 million barrels per day (bpd) 
for the first half of 1988, exchufing Iraq which produced 2.6 
million bpd in December. 

A Reuter survey estimated Opec production in the first half of 
January fell to around 17 millio n bpd from the December level of 
around 183 million. “If Opec can contain production at the 
current level until the end of February, then I think they can start 
thinking about moving back to official prices," said one o3 
analyst. Opec members Iran, Iraq, Kuwait and Qatar are selling 
crude to Japan at prices linked to tire free market, where ofl is 
selling at about $2 below official Opec prices. Saudi Arabia, tire 
largest and most powerful member of tire 13-country oQ group, 
has refused to cut its oil price to Japan though it is reported to be 
selling at marfeet-Enlced prices to oQ companies in tire United 
States. Abu Dhabi, another big Opec producer, has told foreign 
companies producing oQ in the country they must pay official 
prices but will give Japanese customers small retroactive dis- 
counts on December and January shipments, tire sources said. 
“One thing is consistent — the short fuse on which they are 
offering discount prices,’' said a trader for a major oil company. 
“Opec appears so far to have agreed to sell its oO at a cheaper 
price as far ahead as March. “I can only assume they're all a bit 
afraid of each other and what will happen if one agrees to cut 
prices for several months ahead,” tire analyst said. Oil prices 
plunged below $10 in 1986 after Opec countries agreed to sell at 
market-linked prices for sax-month periods.

The US government’s Export- 
Import Bank "has offered to 
guarantee a loan to help Jordan 
buy S50 million to S70 milli on 
worth of US equipment to mine 
phosphates. 

Phosphates are used largely as 
fertiliser. 

The bank said in an announ- 
cement distributed over the 
weekend that the offer was made 
to meet competition from financ- 
ing backed by the British and 
I talian governments. 

Details of the offer were not 
disclosed. Contracts have not yet 
been awarded, the bank said.

The announcement said bank 
officials had studied thq case and 
discussed it with ‘‘concerned par- 
ties”, whom it did not identify. 

“Eximbank’s board found 
that on balance and short- and 
long-term benefits to the US 
mining equipment manufac- 
turers are likely to outweigh the 
potential injury to US phosphate 
producers,” the announcement 
said 

It quoted the bank's president, 
John A. Bohn Jr., as saying: 

“The closeness of the call bet- 
ween the pros and the cons led us 
to believe that any further sup- 
port in the form of a government- 
subsidised loan could not be jus- 
tified.”

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Australia’s 
sagging 
economy 
gets trade 
boost 

SYDNEY, Jan 19, (Reuter): 
Australia's economy, caught in 
the recent world financial tur- 
moil, received a boost with 
official statistics today showing a 
significant improvement in the 
country's trade performance. 

The current account deficit, a 
key economic indicator measur- 
ing exports of goods and services, 
fell to $658 million Australian 
dollars ( $467 million) last month 
from S31 million dollars ($590 
milliorijin November. 

The figures showed the gover- 
nment's budgetary strategy was 
on track and the economy was 
recovering steadily after the 
recent share market crash, finan- 
cial analysts said. 

Market sentiment was given a 
fillip as exports, mainly in wool, 
wheat and manufacturing, rose 
by 15 per cent in December 
against only a three per cent 
increase in imports, they said. 

The Australian dollar, which 
opened around 71 US cents, rose 
to 71.15 immediately after the 
announcement. 

Lloyds Bank chief economist 
Warren Bird said the local 
currency was expected stay at the 
same level in the coming months. 
Further falls in merest rates were 
also likely. 

Inflation, now running at an 
annual rate of about eight per 
cent, also was likely to fall to 
between seven and seven-and- 
a-half per cent this year, he said. 

Economsits warned, however, 
that Australia still had a long 
way to go before overcoming its 
balance of payments and foreign 
debt problems. 

If the present trend continued, 
the country could end the finan- 
cial year in June with a current 
account shortfall of over 12 
billion dollars ($8.5 billion), 
analysts said. In the first half of 
the year ending June 30 the total 
deficit was 6.05 billion ($4.29 
billion). 

Australia owed creditors 
$40.72 billion at the end of June 
last year, according to figures 
released by the Organisation of 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development and the Bank for 
International Settlements yester- 
day. 

This would make Australia the 
third largest debtor nation out- 
side major industrialised coun- 
tries. The country's debt is sur- 
passed only by Brazil with $88.88 
billion and Mexico with $80.71 
billion.

The dollar tumbled overnight 
following the report that Japan's 
trade surplus widened to $8.6 
billion in December from $4.74 
billion in November. 

Foreign currency dealers said 
the surplus exceeded most expec- 
tations and raised fears that the 
American trade deficit would 
widen again in December, rever- 
sing the sharp improvement 
reported for November last 
week.

European traders bid the 
dollar up this morning but fresh 
selling in the afternoon pushed it 
down again. 

The dollar closed in Tokyo at 
128.90 Japanese yen, down from 
130.50 yen yesterday. In later 


London trading, the dollar was 
quoted at 129. 15 yen.

Jan 19, (Reuter): The 
Philippines has emerged from a 
tumultuous year with democracy 
apparently firmly in place after 
Monday's local elections, but 
there is no euphoria among 
analysts over the country's econ- 
omic prospects. 

The economy has turned in its 
best growth in seven years, but 
the analysts said recovery may 
turn into stagnation unless Man- 
ila takes firm steps to tackle a 
daunting array of problems. 

They said that with the polls 
out of the way, no more elections 
due until 1992, and a two-year 
processof political consolidation 
complete, effective management 
of the still-unsteady economy 
now topped President Corazon 
Aquino’s agenda. 

Expectation 

“After this the exportation is 
that the full concentration will be 
focused on economic recovery,'' 
said Aurelio Periquet, president 
of the Philippine Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry. “We 
have no more excuses.'* 

The Philippines' gross 
national product grew by an 
estimated 5.] per cent last year 
after a small 1 .5 per cent growth 
in 1 986, a contraction of 10.6 per 


cent over 1985 and 1984, and a 
steady decline since 1 980 when it 
grew by five per cent. 

Periquet was cautious, saying: 
“A comparison with' other 
developing countries in the 
region shows that our perfor- 
mance last year, respectable as it 
is, still ranks near the bottom.” 
Doubt 

Central Bank Governor Jose 
Fernandez told a businessmen's 
meeting last week that much stii! 
needed to be done. “As we look 
ahead there is little doubt in my 
mind but that the overriding 
need for the economy is credible 
management," he said. 

He noted Lhat the Philippines' 
$28.4S billion foreign debt 
equalled 87 per cent of the gross 
national product, the sum total 
' of goods and services produced 
in a country. 

Economic Planning Secretary 
Solita Monsod said earlier this 
month that debt servicing would 
gobble up $3.03 billion m 1988, 
up from 2.9 billion last year, des- 
pite the rescheduling of about 
$ 1 4 billion of debt in 1 987. 

Manuel Montes, economics 
professor at the University of the 
Philippines, noted that growth in 
1987 had been consumer-led, but 


i nvestments needed lo flow in at a 
faster pace this year. 

“Otherwise, the economy 
might overheat,” Montes said. 

Demand 

Periquet echoed him, saying: 
“Rising consumer demand 
unmatched by a corresponding 
increase in industry's productive 
capacity will eventually lead to 
inflation rather than real 
growth.” 

Finance Secretary Vincente 
Jayme said earlier this month 
that the level of investments was 
a crucial element in the country’s 
targeted 1988 growth. 

“Il is important in 1988 that 
confidence in the economy must 
be there to allow a significant 
increase in investments on tbe 
part of the private sector,” Jayme 
said. 

Investors 

Referring to a military coup 
attempt five months ago that 
nearly toppled Aquino and is 
widely believed to have scared off 
many potential investors, he 
added: “All told I think unless 
something of the magnitude of 
the August 28 event takes place 
that 1 988 will be a good year.'* 

Board of investment figures 
show lhat local investors poured 


in $202 million in the Januaiy- 
October 1987 period, while 
foreign investors, who adopted a 
wary wait-and-see posture, con- 
tributed only $125 million. 

The analysts also noted that 
the country’s 1987 performance 
masked other major target short- 
falls. 

Agriculture was hit by two big 
typhoons and a severe drought 
and expanded by only 0.7 per 
cent in 1987 against targeted 
growth of four per cent and 1 986 
growth of 3.7 per cent. 

Exports 

Meanwhile, the country’s 
exports shrank by 3.8 per cent 
against a targeted 5.4 per cent 
growth and 1986 growth of 21. S 
per cent and imports soared by 
20.7 per cent against a targeted 
123 per cent and 1986 growth of 
25.44 per cent. 

Omar Cruz, senior economist 
at the independent Centre) for 
Research and Communication, 
said exports needed to grow by 
an average 15 percent annually 
in the period up to 1 992 if Manila 
wanted to meet its annual GNP 
growth target of 6.5 per cent. 

“If we’re willing to stop bring 
sceptics and defeatist, we might 
just about hack it,” he added. 


World’s bank regulators want fewer banks 

Canada. France, West Ger- u * shaved profits din many kinds of 


LONDON, Jan 19, (Reuter): 
Regulators in leading industrial 
nations feel there are too many 
banks competing for too little 
business and believe that, if some 
do not merge, some may fail, 
senior regulatory sources say. 

Last month a’ top-level group 
of regulators, the so-called 
Cooke Committee, aimed to do 
something to help out when they 
proposed common international 
standards for bank capital — the 
funds banks hold in reserve as a 
cushion against bankruptcy. 

Competitive 

Regulatory sources said key 
goals'of the Cooke Committee 
standards were to discourage 
banks from entering into 
unprofitable ventures and to 


encourage them to merge. 

“Banks today have to face 
many competitive pressures, 
from their own kind and from 
non-banks. This is particularly 
so in respect of international 
business and 1 think it isprobably 
true to say that in this regard the 
world as a whole is overbanked," 
said Peter Cooke, the associate 
director of the Bank of England 
who chaired the committee. 

The Cooke Committee 
worried that with too little 
capital, the world's banking sys- ■ 
tem could not withstand serious 
shocks and that some banks 
could collapse, regulatory sour- 
ces involved in the committee's 
talks told Reuters. 

The officials from Belgium, 


many, Italy, Japan, Luxem- 
bourg, the Netherlands, Sweden 
Switzerland . Britain and the 
United Stales comprising the 
committee were especially 
worried because of the Third 
World debt crisis. 

The basic tool the committee 
proposed using — in order to 
steer the world's banks in the 
direction officials think they 
ought to take — was to require 
banks to set aside specific 
amounts of capital before under- 
taking certain types of business. 

Mergers 

That costs a bank money and, 
regulatory sources said, it could 
be enough to discourage the sort 
of fierce competition lhat has 


lending. 

Meanwhile, to avoid dis- 
couraging mergers, the Cooke 
Committee decided to reject 
arguments that banks should be 
penalised for owning other 
banks' shares or bonds, 
regulatory sources said. 

The committee itself said such 
penalties “could impede certain 
significant and desirable changes 
taking place in the structure of 
domestic banking systems.” 
Under the Cooke Committee 
standards, even Japan's banking 
giants could be candidates for 
mergers, regulatory sources said. 

“If the Japanese think it will be 
good for Japan. Inc, they'll do 
it," said one bank supervisor. 


Local banks tell branches not 
to accept short-term deposits 


SOME of the local banks have 
instructed their branches not to 
accept large deposits for less than 
three months in order to avoid 
accepting of short-term deposits 
in general. 

A local newspaper quoted 
some bankers as saying that the 
banks were facing many difficul- 
ties is using their funds which 
consisted mainly of deposits, 
particularly short term ones. 

Rates 

They explained that the 
interest rates for short term 
deposits among the local banks 
ranged between three and four 
per cent and they were paying 


depositors more than 5 per cent 
interest. This meant a loss of at 
least two percent. 

Deposits 

Meanwhile, officials of 
treasury departments at banks 
said that the sole and traditional 
means for activating funds were 
short term deposits, but for the 
time being the situation had 
become very difficult, par- 
ticularly after Lhe directors of 
local banks gave strict instruc- 
tions banning the transfer of big 
amounts from deposits in 
Kuwaiti dinars to foreign curren- 
cies because the directors feared 
the flotations in exchange rales 


would lead to drastic losses. -- 
An official source at one-bank 
said he had tried to convince the 
board dfdirectors lo increase the 
deposits in foreign banks inorder 
to avoid the losses which may 
occur but they refused.. r ; :y- 

He added that this refusal was 
partly due to fear of exchange 
rate fluctuations and due tdcom- . 
pliance with Central Bank/ins- 
tractions banning the flow of 
funds overseas. Some bankers 
said that the suggestions for 
investment in the basket of 
currencies to avoid fluctuations 
in the exchange rate were not 
entertained.

NEW YORK, Jan 19, (Reuter): 
International Business Machines 
Corp, the world's biggest com- 
puter company, said today its 
1987 fourth quarter earnings 
jumped 50.2 percent, but the rise 
was at the low end of securities 
analysts* estimates. 

The price of IBM shareson the 
New York Stock Exchange fell 
$2.50, to $115.25, after the 
announcement 

IBM said fourth quarter earn- 
ings totalled $2.09 billion,, up 
from 1.39 billion in tbe same 
quarter of 1986. 

IBM'S results are a bellwether 
for the technology sector of US 
industry and can havce a big 
influence on the stock market. 
Also, IBM shares are in the Dow 
Jones industrial average of 30 
leadi ng stocks, making a move in 
IBM sharesa factorforthe whole 
market. 

Earnings 

On a per-share basis, earnings 
rose lo $3.47 from 2.28. Analysts 
had expected IBM to earifbet- 
ween 3.50 and 3.60 a share, alth-, 
ough some estimates were as low 
as 3.25 and as high as 3.75. 

Fourth-quarter 1987 revenues 
rose 6.3 per cent to $18.01 billion 
from 16.95 billion in the final 


1986 quarter. 

For all of 1987, IBM earned 
$5.26 billion, up from4.79 billion 
in 1986. while revenues rose to 
54.22 billion from 51 .25 billion. 

IBM said it planned for 
growth in 1988 but was concer- 
ned about economci uncertain- 
ties this year. 

Concerned 

“Although we remain concer- 
ned about the uncertainties in the 
worlwide economy as we move 
into 1988, we are ' 
grbwtbj” said IB 
John Akers. .

Saudis try to increase exports to Taiwan 


Overall trade growth set to surge ahead 


RIYADH, Jan 19, (Kuna): The 
Saudi-Chinese Joint Commis- 
sion for economic and technical 
cooperation began its tenth ses- 
sion here today under the co- 
chairmanship of Saudi Finance 
and National Economy Minister 
Mohammad Aba A1 Khail and 
Lee Ta-Hai, the Economic 
Affairs Minister of the Republic 
ofChina(ROC). 

At the omset of the meeting, 
on behalf of Custodian of The 
two Holy Mosques King Fahd 
Bin Abdulaziz, the people and 
government of Saudi Arabia. 
Aba Al Khail expressed con- 
dolences on the sad demise of 
President Chiang Ching Kuo, 
whom he described as a great 
leader and a friend of Saudi 
Arabia, who did much to 
enhance relations between the 
two countries. 

Affirmed 

He affirmed lhat -this session 
will be as fruitful as the commis- 
sion's past sessions. 

Aba Al Khail said the econ- 
omic and technical cooperation 
agreement between the two 
countries is now well into its 
second decade of highly success- 
ful operation. adding that it has 
strengthened the close bilateral 
ties and provided an excellent 
framework for mutual benefits. 

Aba Al Khail said the most 
visible link in the recent history 
of economic relations is bilateral 
trade as in recent years, “we have 
been each other's fourth largest 
partner.” 

Growth 

“The rapid growth in our 
mutual trade greatly demon- 
strates the overall growth in our 
economic relations. Only 15 


years ago, the kingdom's imports 
from the Republic of China 
( ROO totalled only $1 5 million. 
In 1987. initial figures indicate 
that the kingdom bought about 
$785 million worth of goods 
from ROC. These imports have 
long been highly diversified,” he 
added. 

Exports 

“Until recently, nearly all the 
exports of Saudi Arabia to the 
Republic of China consisted of 
crude oil. But now, as our new 
industrial plants move into 
production, we are also able to 
diversify our exports. Opportun- 
ities now exist for the export of a 
variety of Saudi products. We 
would like to increase our 
exports to the ROC and we trust 
Lhaithis will receive the attention 
of your government," Aba AH 
Khail said. 

He referred to ROCs assis- 
tance to the kingdom's develop- 
ment efforts for more than two 
decades since the arrival of the 
first Chinese agricultural 
experts. 

System 

“In the medicla field, over 700 
Chinese doctors and technicians 
lend their experience lo the king- 
dom's health care system. In the 
area of electrical power genera- 
tion, over 75 engineers from the 
Taiwan Power Company have 
assisted the kingdom’s elec- 
trification programme since 
1975. Chinese specialists are 
working jointly with the king- 
dom's engineers and specialists 
on the research and development 
of various projects of King 
Abdulaziz City for Science and 
Technology. In the field of com- 
munications, Chinese experts are 


cooperating with Saudi counter- 
parts in the fields related to high- 
ways ” Aba Al Khail said. 

He appreciated efforts of all 
Chinese experts, who have par- 
ticipated in the kingdom’s 
development activities. 

Aba Al Khail said Saudi 
Arabia has made excellent 
progress in the expansion and 
diversification of its private sec- 
tor, adding that basic infrastruc- 
ture industries are now well- 
established, providing many 
opportunities for investment. 

He added that there are now 
seven Sino-Saudi joint ventures 
and that Saudi Arabia offers 
foreign investors many excellent 
opportunities For profitable par- 
ticipation in the kingdom's 
future growth, including a prosp- 
erous domestic market, ample 
supplies of energy and other 
natural resources. 

“We are looking forward to 
seeing an increase of joint ven- 
tures in Saudi Arabia by the 
private sectors in both countries. 

I am confident that together in 
the joint commission we can find 
ways to achieve this important 
objective", he said. 

Hoped 

Aba Al Khail said there is 
much to do in this meeting and 
hoped that the commission's 
efforts will be successful in 
advancing further Saudi-Chin- 
ese cooperation. 

He proposed formation of 
four sub-committees to handle 
the tenth session's agenda and to 
submit their deliberations to the 
commission's final session. 

These committees will be con- 
cerned with economic coopera- 
tion. science and technology. 


technical cooperation and trade. 

For his part, the economic 
affairs minister of the Republic 
of China expressed his great 
pleasure in visiting Riyadh to co- 
chair the commission's session 
with Aba AJ-Khail. which has 
made historic contributions to 
the economic and technical 
progress of the two countries. 

He welcomed Lhe formation of 
four sub-committees to explore 
prospects of further boosting 
cooperation in various sectors 
and lauded the arrangements for 
the commission's deliberations. 

Lee referred to the commis-

China reimposes 
price controls on 
key raw materials 


Net profits 

GENEVA, Jun |9, (Kuna): The 
Arab Bunk (Switzerland) today 
reported 1987 net profits of 9.9 
million francs ($7.48 million), 
compared with 9.8 million francs 
the year before. 

The bank, a sister company of 
the Jordan-based Arab bank, 
said that its balance sheet for the 
year had eased slightly to 1.09 
billion francs ($820 million), 
from 1.16 billion francs the year 
before. 


BEIJING, Jan 19, (UPI): China 
reimposed price controls on key 
raw materials today, signaling 
major failures in Beijing's 
ambitious reform programme to 
phase out central planning and 
allow the market to set prices. 

Western diplomats expressed 
dismay at the move, describing it 
as a serious setback for the 
reforms. They noted Beijing has 
worked for two years to free 
prices of several major com- 
modities as part of a bid to 
revitalise flagging production in 
stale enterprises. * 

Two sets of regulations setting . 
price ceilings on oil, gas. elec- 
tricity, steel, timber, coal, rub- 
ber, farm chemicals and other 
major raw materials as well as on 
shipping, railway and air trans- 
port were published by the 
official Peoples Daily news- 
paper. The rules were issued by 
the State Council, China's 
cabinet. 

Curtail 

The People’s Daily, the Com- 
munist Party organ, described 
the move, which will severely 
curtail the fluctuation of prices 
for goods both inside and outside 
the stale plan, as an “important 
event" in China's economic 
development. 

Under the state plan, the 
government lavs down produc- 
tion quotas for most major 
industries and purchases the 
goods at a seL price. 

But for the last two years, the 
government has allowed fac- 
tories to dispose ofr goods 
produced over state quota on the 
free market in an incentive aimed 
al boosting efficiency and phas- 
ing out Soviet-style central plan- 
ning. 

The market, or “negotiated,’ 1 
price of many raw materials has 
skyrocketed to 300 or 400 per 
cent above state set prices, arous- 
ing fierce opposition from fac- 
tories unable lo obtain .scarce 
raw materials from the govern- 
ment and forced to pay the 


higher prices. 

Newspapers, for example, 
have complained that the cost of 
newsprint on the free market is 
400 per cent higher than the slate 
price and more than twice the 
world price. 

Chaos 

The Slate Council said thenew 
rules were being implement^!

Diplomats said, the reirapbsi- 
tion of price ceilings highlights 
the problems China is encounter- 
ing in its bid to. reduce central 
planning and allow .market ''fac- 
tors to set prices, yet at thdsame 
time retain a level of state "con- 
trol. '. 

In an indication the price Con- 
trols will extend, beyond indusu 
and into the marketplace, BeijiiiJ 
announced it will raise the pria 
paid by the government to far 
mers for grain, edible oils anc 
sugar, from April I, while sub 
sidising the cost to urban con 
sinners.

MONTE CARLO, Jan 19, 
(Reuter): English soccer fans will 
be holding their breath today 
when the European Football 
Union (UEFA) meets to con- 
sider the return of English clubs 
to European club competition. 

English clubs have been ban- 
ned from European dub com- 
petitions since May 1985, when a 
riot at Brussels' Heysel stadium 
before the start of the European 
Cup final left 39 football fans 
dead. 

UEFA's executive committee 
mil meet in a luxury hotel in 
Monte Carlo today to hear an 
appeal from the English Football 
Assotiation to end the ban. 

UEFA has already rejected an 
appeal by the English, but there 
have been signs that European 
soccer authorities are ready to 
put the clubs on probation to see 
if their notoriously violent sup- 
porters have mended their ways. 

Watched 

“Something has got to move in 
this affair,” Hermann Neuber- 
ger, president of the West Ger- 
man Soccer Federation said at 
the draw for the 1988 European 
Soccer Championships last 
week. 

Press reports have said English 
dubs might be allowed to return 
after the European Champion- 
ship finals in West Germany in 
June, when the behaviour of fans 
following the national side 
would be watched closdy. 

UEFA is scheduled to make 
the draw for the three European 
dub competitions for the 1988/ 
1989 season on July 12. 

Even if English dubs were all- 
owed to return, it appears unlik- 
ely that Liverpool, dearly the 
best side in England at the 
moment, would be allowed to 
compete in Europe. - 

Liverpool were penalised with 
an extra three years in the foot- 
balling wilderness after the even- 
tual return of other English clubs 
because of the role played by 
their fans in the Heysel disaster. 


HAVANA, Jan 19, (Reuter):

Cuba's decision to stay away

Teofilo Stevenson, who won 
three successive Olympic golds 
and was denied a chance at a 
fourth by the boycott of the 1 984 
Los Angeles Games, the Cubans 
looked likely to be the dominant 
boxing force in Seoul. 

Stevenson, who will turn 36 in 
March, is no longer on the 
national team and now devotes 
his time to coaching. 

But he has been replaced by 
fine young boxers such as world 
light-heavyweight champion 
Pablo Romero, light-welter- 
weight Candelario Duvergel and 
stylish middleweight champion 
Angel Espinosa, named outstan- 
ding boxer at Indianapolis last 
August.

since 1985. during the latter's 
visits to Norway. 

But Krosby, a 21 -year-old for- 
mer body builder, retracted his 
confession in front of a con- 
federation board of inquiry 
today afterconsulting his lawyer. 

“During the meeting Krosby 
gave a different explanation 
from the one he had given 
earlier," the confederation said 
in a statement 

Pressure 

Krosby made his original 
'admission last Friday, 
immediately after the alleged 
sales first game to light 

“Krosby says he was under 
pressure ... and that he first had 
time to think about what had 
happened in peace and quiet on 
Monday afternoon," the con- 
federation said. “Our investiga- 
tion is continuing." 

The use of steroids to boost 
athletic performance is banned 
by international sports organisa- 
tions and the International 
Olympic Committee (IOC). 

The Norwegian confederation 
has asked the Soviet sports com- 
mittee for help in its probe. 

According to the latest 
statement, Krosby now main- 
tains that he and Gulayevmade a 
verbal agreement last year that 
Gulayev would supply him with 
Soviet-made steroids in 
exchange for Norwegian crowns.

The abandonment of Loubet's 
Lancia Delta has reduced the 
Monte Carlo rally to two top- 
rated competitors, Saby and 
Salonen, after 1987 winner Mas- 
simo Biasion. Finn Hannu Mik- 
kola and Swede Ingvar Carisson 
pulled out on Sunday. 

The race has been further 
depleted by theabsenceof Salon- 
en's - compatriots _ArL Vatanen 
and Juha Kankkunen, who are 
taking part in the Paris-Dakar 
race.

Vatanen, who had led the rally 
since it started on January I, left 
Kayes after the all-night dispute 
in third place overall. Recovering 
his stolen car yesterday cost him 
two hours 36 minutes in the stan- 
dings. 

The Finnish driver's problems 
began an hour before yesterday's 
start when his car disappeared 
from the team compound.

($90,000). Four hours later the 
missing car turned up on a 
Bamako rubbish dump. 

Officials on the spot ruled 
Vatanen could start the day's 
stage from the back of the field. 
He made up some of the lost time 
by, .completing the section in 
three hours, 42 minutes, roaring 
past 60 rivals to finish eighth.
